HOW JUDGE FOLGER’S LETTER OF ACCEPT= 
ANCE WAS GIVEN OUT. 

' Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, Uct. 2—Secretary Folger per- 
sonally attended to the publication of his 
letter of acceptance tonight. At about 7 
o’clock the Secretary, accompanied by Mr. 
Ilepburn, nominee for Congressman at large, 
Mr. George Jones, proprietor of the Times, 
and two or three friends, drove up to the 
Times office, and passeed into the private 
oflice of Mr. Jones. Judge Folger carried in 
his hand a furmitiable-looking document, 
which be handled with a great deal of care. 
Nohe of the editorial staff being in the 
office at that hour, with the exception 
of the night city editor, that gentle- 
mah was hastily summoned and given 
the letsers of Judge Folger and Mr. Hep- 
burn, and directed by Mr. Jones to have 
them placed in type at once. Without wait- 
ing to “edit” the documents they were 
pla¢ed in the hands of the printers, and in 
the course of an huur and a haif 
REVISED PROOFS WERE LAID BEFORE JUDGE 

FOLGER, 

He went through his iengthy paper very 
caréfully, changing a few words here and 
there, but not changing the tenor of it in the 
least, that having been determined upon 
at the consultation held during the aft- 
ernoon. The copy of the let 
ter was in Judge Fuvuiger’s handwriting, 
showing very plainly that-he had not in- 


. trusted it for copying to the hands of any 


parties where it could possibly find prema- 
ture publication. 
when the “Governor’s message,” as it has 
beeh termed by some tonight, was dist:ibuted 
to the New York papers and the Associated 
Preps. 

SECRETARY FOLGER ACCEPTS—HIS REASONS. 

New York, Uct. 2.—Judge Folger, nomi- 
neeoft the recent Republican Convention for 
Governor of this State, has written a letter 
accépting the nomination. He says: 

Tae canvass in the party for choice of dele- 
gates to that convention has seidem been 
equaled iv earnestness and activity, and in fuil- 
ness, freedum, aud publicity of the preparatory 
d scussion. The attention of Republicaus every- 
where was fully aroused, Their primary meet- 
ings were heid in accord with long-established 
usages, Save in ap exceptional locality or two 
where modes havi for some time existed which

THOSE PRIMARIES 
were attended in unexampied numbers, and 
justly expressed the sentiments of the partici- 
panisin them. The deiegutes chosen to the 
Sinte Convention represenied the views and 
opiuions of their respective constituencies as 
fuirly and fully as thuse of the cunvendons 
whie¢b preceded itt. The metbuds of the conven- 
tion when assembied were ip accordance witb 
dent—tfree from violence and clamor, se- 
ute and deliberate. There was naught on the 
face of them that will warrant the assertion 
that ait done in iis meetings was not fair, hun- 
est, and above board. and that the resuits did 
not tuw from the conscientious and dutiful 
convicuons and actions of its members.

tendency of business affairs nowadays is to the 
aggregation of capitaland to its use ince epress- 
ing individual or weaker enterprises. It is 
weil, tnerefore, that the State, with its aggre- 
gate power, sbould retain and maintain meaus 
so potent as a canal regulating the carrying 
trade througb the State, so that individuais and 
companies of siender means may enter into 
competition with those of greater power and eo- 
turce, as far as may be, equal and reasonabie 
facilities of carriage. 

JUDGE FOLGER, IN CLOSING 
his letter, says: 

I believe that my princtples of action will be 
commended to good sense. I stand upon them, 
and on them alone, asa reason why | am be- 
fore the people of the State asa candidate for 
the Chief Magistracy. if they are approved, if 
my public life of —s years and over gives a 
cause to believe that I will honestly keep on 
in their furtherance, I do confidentiy expect 
that disappointmeots will be forgotten, that 
causes of repulsion will not lead to sbandon- 
ment of politicai ties, and that united and har- 
monious action will bring abuut a result that 
will keep the State of New York in accord with 
the majority of her sister States on the great 
questions of National policy.

THE LANCASTER MASSACRE. 

Rrcumonp, Va., Oct. 2.—Private informa- 
tion received hereis to the effect that the 
political riot at Lancaster, S, C., on Thurs- 
day, was much more serious than repre- 
sented. It now turns out that there were 
sevén colored persons killed and some twen- 
ty-one wounded. None of the whites were 
seriously injured, 

FURTHER FACTS ABOUT THE RIOT AT LAN- 
CASTER. 
Special to Cincinnatt Commercial. 

CotumsBi4, 8. C., Sept. 30.—Everything at 
Lancaster is now perfectly quiet. The an- 
ticipated renewal of the trouble ‘did not 
oecur. The negroes entertain nu thought of 
revenge, and lay no blame on the white men, 
The riot was not in any way instigated by 
Col. Cash, who took no part in it. He left 
the stand as soon as the firing began, and re- 
mained in his room at the hotel until the 
trouble was over. 

The riot cannot be called a political riot, 
as politics had nothing to do with it. The 
whole trouble grew out of excessive drink- 
ing of whisky by the large crowd of colored 
men who had come to hear Col. Cash speak. 
Before the speaking began they were very 
drunk. They listened respectfully to Cash’s 


speech. 

D. J. Carter, of the Lancaster Ledger, was 
present reporting the meeting, and took ex- 
ception to several of Cash’s statements. He 
asked permission to reply, which Cash readily 
granted, and assured him a respectful hear- 
ing. Assoon as Carter began to speak the 
negroes set up an insulting howl. Cash en- 
deavored to quiet them, but could do nothing 
with them. 

Carter then became engaged in a wrangle 
with a negro, and struch him with a stick. 
The other negroes crowded on the stand, and 
it fell. Carter was seized and

had he not been rescued by several white 
men coming up. 

Negroes at a distance thought that the 
negro who had been struck was killed, and 
came up in a large body to investigate. Their 
leader, William Crocket, was on horseback. 
He accused a white wan of killing the negro. 
This the white man denied, but no 
attention was id to his denial. 
Crocket shot at him. As he eee 
did so he fell pierced by six pistol 
balls. The shooting then became general, 
and lasted about fifteen minutes, when the 
town authorities restored order. Four colored 
men were killed and several wounded, No 
whites were killed, but several were wound- 
ed. Whisky caused the whole trouble. 


FOUR MORE DEATHS. 


LaTer.—lIntelligence is just received that 
four of the thirty negroes wounded in the 
Lancaster riot have died.

Thirteenth Senatorial—De Lang and 


Janssen Carry the Seventeeuth Ward 

~-Tedxy’s Convention. , 

The Republican primaries in the Thir- 
teenth Senatorial District were held yester- 
day afternoon between the hours of 4 and 7 
o'clock. The only one in the lot that at- 
tracted any sort of interest was that in the 
Seventeenth Ward, which coustitutes the 
nub of the district. By a tacit understand- 
ing between the Seventeenth and those fac- 
tions of the Fourteenth and Sixteenth con- 
tained in the district, it was agreed some 
time ago that the Fourteenth should name 
the Senator, Peter Kiolbassa, and that the 
Representative or Representatives should 
come from the Seventeenth.

MINING CLAIMS, 
A DECISIION TENDING TO ENHANCE THEIR 
VALUE. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Oct. 2.—Secretary 
Teller today rendered a decision respecting 
the right of mills-owners and residents upon 
niineral lands of the United States to cut 
wood and timber from such lands within the 


lines of mining claims regularly located and. 


possessed under the local laws and customs 
ald laws of the United States governing the 
location of suchclaims. The Secretary holds 
that the * locators of mining ciaims, so long 
as they comply with the law guverning their 
possession, are invested by Congress with 
the exclusive right of possession ana enjoy- 
ment of all the surface included within the 
lines of their location. This right amounts 
to a property -capable of being enjoyed 
or transferred, subject to all ordinary rules 
governing the enjoyment of all other prop- 
erty separable and separate from the fee of 
the land. It may consequentiy be protected 
in the courts, and it isthe duty ot the pos- 
sessor to care for his own, if trespass be at- 
tempted by a stranger. The Government 
having armed the locator with a complete 
grant of possession, he—alone is concerned 
for its protectiov, ang@rmay undoubtedly 
maintain suit to that end, but he can no 
longer, after availing himself of an exclusive 
right, ask the Government to bring action for 
what is no trespass except against such in- 
dividual right of possession.”

A Murderer in Virginia Lynched by 
an Armed and Masked Mob. 


Special Diepatca to The Chtcaco Triduna 

CHA Va., Oct. 2—This 
morning at 1 o’cloek James Rodes, the al- 
leged murderer of Mr. and Mrs. John QO. 
Massie, was taken from the jail of Albemarle 
County by a party of masked mien and 
lynched. He was arrested in Newport,Tenn., 
about ten days ago and brought to this coun- 
ty, in which the murder had been committed. 
He wasin the Albemarle County Jail for 
about a week, and during the time of his in- 
carceraiion the threats have been loud 
and deep on the part of the 
people, who knew his victims so 
well and who have been swearing 
vengeance ever since, On account of these 
threats full mounted sentinels from the 
Monticello Guards of Charlottesville were on 
duty at the jail day and night. and but half 
an hour before the lynching the cry of the 
sentinel “All right?’ had floated into the 
doomed man’s cell, and he went to sleep 
thinking he was good for one more square 
night’s rest; but searcely had the two guards 
begun their march around the prison before 
they heard the steady tramp of horses in the 
the woods not far from the jail, 
and then the command of “Halt!” 
given in ai stern voice, told them 
very plainly that the lynchers whose’ 
appearance they had feared were on hand 
with full ranks, and that they meant busi- 
ness. ‘The sentinels hastily gathered to- 
gether, meaning to make a determined resist- 
ance. After they had formed ranks and plant- 
ed themselves at the main entrance of the 
jail, they arrested the approach of the mob. 
About fifty men shortly afterwards ap- 
proached, and one of them, who appeared to 
be the director of the others, announced that 
they had come to hang Jim Rodes, 
and said that they were §  deter- 
mined to accomplish their object. 
He advised the guards not to attempt any 
resistance, as it was not the wish of the party 


to harm them, but he admonished them also 
not to use their arms or else his men would 
make short work of them. The wilitary 
however, refused to surrender, and orde 
the party off in the name of the Common- 
wealth. At this another detachment of the 
lynchers came upon the guards from behind 
and succeeded in disarm them before they 
could make resistance. it was then seen 
that the mob numbered about 100 


men, all armed and mas 
Having ferced open the jail door, they made 
aller surrender the keys, and, go to 


the J 
the murderer’s cell, they uniock oor 
while six rushed in, and rough akion the 
prisoner, said, “* Wake up, Jim es!” The 
doomed man started up from his pillow with 
the exclamation, “Where am 1?” and he 
looked around in adazed way, light from 
the dark-laniern which one of the party car- 
ried shining full in his face. Without 
answerime his question they hurried him 
down the road to a big oak tree upon 
the farm of Capt. T. L. Farish, 
aud here made short and business-like 
preparations to hang him. Rodeson the wa 
began to realize the purpose of the crow 
and begged and warned them not to defy the 
law, claiming that he was innocent of the 
crime. They paid little heed to his re- 
wmonstrance. Their leader detailed armed 
pickets to stand in theroad, and gave them 
orders to allow no one toapproach. The 
Frocenien was notjtaken too soon, for Capt. 

icajah Wood’s, the Commonwealth’s at- 
torney, had been waked up by one of the jail 
attachés, and came pulling down the road en 
dishabille, determined to prevent the lawless 
proceeding. ® ran into the arms of the 
sentinels, who told him he could go no 
further. 

* Do you knowlam the Commonwealth’s 
Attorney ?’ he demanded, 

“Can’t help that. sir.”’? said the guards, 
with pistols cocked. “ You can’t pass over 
this line.”’ 

Just then a victorious shout came from the 
spot, and told the Commonwealth’s Attorney 

deed had been done. As soonas the 
party reached the ground they put a rope 
around Rodes’ neck, the other end having 
been thrown Over a limb of the oak, and the 
command was given, which was re- 
sponded to with a shout as fifty 
willing hands grasped the other end of the 
rope, and Rodes shot up from the ground 
like a rocket. He had just before been asked 
to confess, and declined: but, as he felt the 
rope tighten about his neck, he calied out, 
“Let we down and I will confess.”’ The 
rope was promptly lowered. Assoon as this 
was done, however, he simply stated that his 
mother and brother were innocent of the 
crime, and declined to say more. 

“4Up with him f’ then was shouted from a 
dozen throats, and this time he went up for 
good. The crowd watched his desperate 
siruggles until they ceased, and then slowly 
dispersed. he body hung until nearly 
daylight, and by that time the news had 
traveled all over the county and brought 
hundreds to the seene. The scene of the 
lynching was in sight of Monticello, the home 
of Thomas Jefferson, author of the Declara- 
tuon of Independence. 

The crime tor which Rodes paid such 
severe penalty was one of the must cold- 
blooded. The victims were John O. Massey 
and wife, an aged couple who lived in the 
country. It was well known that the old 
man had a pile ofready cash. On the 7th of 
March he and his wife were discovered dead. 
The story of the murder was told by a little 
girl who was in the house at the time. She 
stated that some one knocked at the door, 
and the old man went out tosee what was 
wanted. Not returning, Mrs. Massey went 
to the door with a small lamp in her 
hand after Mr. Massey had gone out, and in- 
quired in a loud voice, ** Whois there?” It 
is supposed that Mr. sey was the first 
murdered, as Mrs, M y’s remains were 
found beyond his and near the front door at 
the foot of the steps which led to the second 
floor. [t seems that the old gentleman propose 
outside his chamber door, and must have 
been immediately confronted by the’ mur- 
derer, wno emer from the cellar door 
into the hall, as,aiready described. A blow 
from the ax felled him, whereupon he rolled 
and tumbled about unconsciously. The wall 
of the hall just in frontof his room door 
bore hand and finger tracings In blood, as if 
he had been frantically clutching for sup- 
port or extending his hands in the paroxysms 
of death agony. His wife was found 
a few feet in front at the bottom 
of the stairs leading to the second floor. By 
her side stood a dining-table, upon which lay 
her tucking-comb in a pool of blood. A long, 
single-barrel shotgun, the property of Mr. 
Massey, was on the floor close to the front 
door, seemingly having failen from the shock 
of her fall against the table. It is thought 
she might have been eadeavoring to reach 
the weapon for defense, Her position near 
the front door and gun seems explained in 
the reasonable supposition of attempted flight 
through the front door or up the steps to 
the second’ floor. Whatever her aim, it was 
not carried out, but she fell, mangled and 
swimming in her own blood. The murder 
for weeks was enveloped in mystery, but 
finally suspicion settled on James and Lee 
Rodes their mother, as the two men were 
seen spending much money. The two latter 
were captured, but James, who 
to have done the killing, escaped. 
having been captured o and after living 
some daysina swamp traced by 
bloodhounds, he escaved into Tennessee, 
where itis said he hid $3,000 In a mill in 
Sevier County. While in Tennessee he won 
the affections of a pretty girl and married 
her. .

JuDGE FoLeer’s letter accepting the nom- 
ination for Governor by the New York Re- 
publican Convention was yesterday delivered 
to John F. Smyth, and its substance is given 
in our dispatches this morning. Unlike Mr. 
Hepburn, who declines the nomination for 
Congressman-at-Large, owing to facts and 
circumstances that have come to his knowl- 
edge since the convention met, Judge Folger, 
who disclaims all responsibility for the 
scandalous proceedings of the body which 
nominated him, deems it to be his duty 
to the Republicans in New York 
to take his place at the head of 
the ticket and to make the canvass. So far 
from agreeing with many earnest and 
thoughtful Republicans that his withdrawal 
from the ticket would be of material ad- 
vantage to the party, Judge Folger holds that 
his acceptance of tlie nomination is vitally 
essential to the Republican cause in the State 
of New York. 


AN important point has been gained by the 
Federal officeholders in Washington whose 
homes are in Baltimore. ‘They were refused 
permission to register by the Democratic 
registration officers of Baltimore on the 
ground that they were not entitled to vote in 
that city, the fear of the Democrats evidently 
being that the result in a close Congres- 
sional district might be ‘altered if these

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Several existing political conditions indi- 
cate that in certain localities this will bea 
bad year for the Republicans. It would be 
supreme folly to ignore these conditions or 
misrepresent them. It is much wiser to look 
the danger in the face, analyze its causes 
now that they may be rememberedin the 
future, and profit by an eaperience which 
can only be made useful by making it im- 
pressive. This course is not calculated to 
weaken the Republican party in local or 
Congressional elections where it is united, 
but it will aid in suppressing the men and 
the practices that are respunsible for party 
dissensions and threaten party success. 

The loss of the great Republican New 
York is alreaay practically ascertained. It 
is to be sacrificed to an unwarranted inter- 
ference of the National Administration in 
State politics. Don Cameron in Pennsyl- 
vania would have been powerless to over- 
ride the popular protest against his dictation 
if he had not been assisted by the active sup- 
port of the Administration and the prostitu- 
tion of its patronage and favor to his pur- 
poses. The Cameron machine, thus strength- 
ened, defied its opponents within the 
party, asserted absolute control over 
the party convention, nominated men of 
its own selection, and declared the 
intention of running the campaign and 
awarding the offices to suit itself. There was 
nothing left for the Independent Republicans 
to do but submit or organize ap open Opposi- 
tion. They had submitted as eften as their 
manhood would stand, and they resolved to 
smash the machine by defeat, since there was 
no other way todoit. Their niovement has 
gained strength among the people every day 
since they put their ticket into the field, until 
it is now expected that the Independents will 
cast as large a vote as the Regulars. How- 
ever this may be, it is certain that the Repub- 
lican vote will be sufficiently divided to in- 
sure the election of the Democratic ticket, 
though united it will exhibit a Republican 
majority, 

Not satisfied with having thus partially 
sacrificed the State of Pennsylvania, the Ad- 
ministration encouraged its agents to pro- 
ceed upon the same theory of “rule or ruin” 
in New York. Lt is not certain whether this 
program was adopted in New York to grati- 
fy Mr. Conkiing’s malice or to promote Mr. 
Arthur’s ambition for a second term. Per- 
haps both considerations combined to pre- 
cipitate the desperate effort which it was 
found necessary to make. Besides, there is 
reason to believe that Judge Folger had _ re- 
signed his piace on the bench and accepted 
the Treasury portfolio with the understana- 
ing that be was to be made Governor of New 
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York. At all events the machine was 
set in motion and all its appliances 
utilized to carry the day. But the popular 


_ protest was so general that the machine was 


not able to crush out the opposition as sum- 
marily as usual. When the convention met 


| there was still a hope that the machine might 


fail. But desperate men were on hand to 
complete the work that had been intrusted 
to them. Three cases of forgery enabled the 
conspirators to control the preliminary or- 
ganization, which would have failed them 
upon an honest representation in the State 
Committee. A trade was effected with Mr. 
Carpenter whereby he turned over a eertain 
number of delegates in consideration of the 
nomination for Lieutenant-Governor. Other 
delegates whém the people had elected were 
displaced to make room for machine dele- 
gates. By such methods as these was the 
control of the convention obtained. Since 
the exposure of these frauds the popular de- 
fection has increased day by day. Liberal 
Republicans Jike Forster atid Woodin op- 
pose the ticket outright. Even prominent 
officeholders under the Administration re- 
fuse to condone the frauds. : Collector Rob- 
ertson denounced the forgery whereby Com- 
missioner French assumed to act as his 
proxy, and United States District-Attorney 
Woodford called upon Folger to decline, 
The Young Republican Club of Brooklyn, 
whose influence is represented in the head- 
way it has made towards municipal reform, 
beld an enormous mass-meeting, passed res- 
olutions condemning the interference of the 
National Administration on principle and the 
misuse of patronage, and repudiated Folger 
and Carpenter. Some of the Republican 
papers of the State are opposing the ticket 
outright, and others are giving it nominal 
support only to deal out. telling blows 
against it. The election of the ticket under 
such conditions would be highly improbable 
at best, and is simply out of the question in 
view of the intrinsic strength of the Demo- 
cratic ticket and the harmony of the Demo- 
cratic party. {t may be expected that thou- 
sands of Republicans will stay away from 
the polls and large numbers will even vote 
with the Democrats. 

The country will derive one notable ad- 
vantage and suffer one serious disadvantage 
from this situation of affairs. 

The disadvantage consists in the increased 
chances the Democrats have for controlling 
the next Congress. The Republican dissen- 
sions are largely the outgrowth of locai dif- 
ferences, but they can scarcely fall to affect 
the Congressional elections. The Democrats 
are putting forth united efforts to hold their 
own everywhere. They brook no opposition 
in the South, and everywhere in the North 
they are making the most of the National 
Adwinistration’s encroachments on State af- 
fairs. It will be a misfortune to allow Con- 
gress to pass into the hands of the Demo- 
crats. Six years’ experience under their 
control of Congress served to demonstrate 
their incapacity for National law-mak- 
ing. They were always partisan, and 
their sessions were more like political 
tournaments than mature deliberations. 
Their return to Congressional power will 
almost surely be followed by agitation and 
disturbance. Their idea of tax-reform be- 
gins with the repeat‘of the whisky and 
tobacco taxes, which they will undoubtedly 
try to carry through without regard to the 
fundamental Jaws for raising revenue. They 
will refuse to agree to any fair law for count- 
ing the Presiaential vote under the convic- 
that they may make uncertainty available in 
the National election of the following year. 
They may also enter upon financial experi- 
ments that willfrighten the country. Alto- 
gether, the prospect for the eélection of a 
Democratic majority to the next Cengress is 
the most dishe irtening incident of the fac- 
tional quarrels among the Republicans, 

On the otber hand, it isin every way fortu- 
nate that the final struggle against the ma- 
chine can be made this year, when the con- 
trol of the General Government is not in 
issue. The Independent ticket which is run 
against the Arthur-Cameron ticket in Penn- 
syivania, and the widespread defection 
against the Arthur-Conkling ticket in New 
York, are the corollaries of the repudiation 
of the machine in the Chicago Conventionjof 
1880. Had Garfield lived it ig possible that 
the popular triumph in the convention, typi- 
fied by the principle of district representa- 
tion and emphasized by the defeat of the 
third-term project, would have been complete. 
But Arthur’s accession to the Presid@ncy, the 
restoration of machine influences about the 
Administration, and the Government support 
extended to the State bosses have made it 
necessary to renew the fight. The revival of 
boss rule, machine appliances, and Federal 
dictation in New York and Pennsylvania 
have made those States the battleground. 
The Republican voters are determined to 
strike down the machine politicians, to re- 
pudiate the tricks and frauds of ward 
politics, to rebuke the National Ad- 
ministration for its intermeddling, and to 
assert the rights of the people, even at the 
cost of a Republican defeat. The party can 
well afford to submit to the heroic treatment. 
Cauterization is the only. effective remedy. 
The Democrats may carry New York and 
Pennsylvania, and may even gain the cuntrol 
of the next OCungress, but the Republican 
party will be the stronger in 1884 for the ban- 
ishment of the machine and by reason of the 
new demonstration of its power to reform 
the abuses which grow up in its own ranks. 
It is also possible that.a Democratic Congress 
may contribute materially to Republican suc- 
cess in 1884,

SPECULATION IN USELESS RAILWAYS. | 
Yesterday we published the announce- 
ment of the formation at Quincy, in this 
State, of a new corporation to aid in prepar- 
ing the way tor the investmentof a large 
sum of capiial in unproductive property,” 
thas bastening on the dayof another general 
financial disaster. The last pauic, with its 
severe and sweeping consequences, has not 
been so long ago that the causes leading up 
to it have been forgotten. The latest organ- 
ization to rob the business of the country and 
bury the plunder in a mass of stocks and 
bonds that, after being pushed upon the 
country, will be sold out at Sheriffs’ or Re- 
ceivers’ auction, is styled the “‘Grand Conti, 
nental Lailway Company.” Its nominal ob- 


ject is to build a line of railway from Quin-, 
‘cy, on the Mississippi Kiver, in two direc- 


tions—one to Cincinnati and the other to Bis- 

marck, Dakota, thence to British Columbia, 

the end sought being to “ connect the waters 

of Chesapeake Bay with those of Puget 
Sound.” 

This is a very respectable distance sup- 
posed to be suffering for the want of rail- 
way communications. The distance may be 
roughly estimated at about 1,800 miles, and 
the distance, being the basis of the aggregate 
of bonds possibly to be issued, furnishesa 
faint idea of the amount of plunder and loss 
likely to follow. 

Any person who will take up the map will 
look in vain for any ‘Indication of any want 
of an additional railway in Lilinois, Indiana, 
or Ohio to establish communicanon between | 
Cincinnati and Quincy. In that district the 
difficulty will be to find space in the present 
perfect gridiron of railways in which to con- 
struct a new or additional line. North and | 
west of Quincy, and to Bismarck, the States | 
of lowa and Minnesota and Dakota are al- 
ready crossed and recrossed with paralle! 
roads far-—and very far—in advance of the | 
wants of the country or the demands of pro- 
duetion or population. 

Of course the construction of the road is 
a secondary concern: the first is to get some 
money. The company has organized with 
a capital stock of $35,000,000 to begin with; 
but capital stock alone will not build rail- 
ways. This stock will all be taken, and not 
more than 5 per cent, if indeed anything, will 
be paid in cash and notes given for the resi- 
due. Then aconstruction company will be 
formed, and the railway company will con- 
tract with the construction company to build | 
the road, and $50,000,000 of bonds will be 
issued, and the capital stock of the company 
will be increased accordingly. The price for 
building the road will be at the rate 
of $4 in bonds for each $1 of ex- 
penditure. These bonds will°be put on 
the market; a combination will be formed 
by which these securities will be quoted on 
the boaimis; sales with risings and fallings 
will be reported from day to day, until the 
outside people, the droves of credulous 
lambs, will send in their savings, their $500 
and $5,000, to purchase the bonds of the 
* Grand Continental.” When in time the 
eighty or one hundred millions of bonds and 
stocks have been sold, or loaded on the pub- 
lic at 40 to 50 or 60 cents on the dollar, then 
there will come acrash. People will stop in- 
yesting, the bonds will fall to nominal 
prices, and unless the company buy up the 
bonds and repeat the same operation there 
will be suspension, and then a Keceiver, and 
after the exhaustion of the tangible property 
the whole thing will be sold out, and every 
dollar invested will be as irrevocably lost as 
if it were cast into the sea. 

If this were the only instance of this kind 
of bogus and dishonest speculation, and if 
this confiscation of private capital, which in 
the absence of such schemes would be em- 
ployed in some productive industry, was the 
only attempt of the kind, it would be bad 
enough and perilous enough, but similar 
schemes are gencral, They are the same as 
that which planted 10,000 miles of useless 
and costly railrvads on the eve of the panic 
and tiooded the country with worthless 
bonds and stocks. In this State alone there 
were 2,000 miles of railway sold out by Re- 
ceivers, and the capital invested in these 
bonds and stocks completely swept away. 
The speculative mania which reached its 
climax in 1873, and buried the country in 
vast piles of paper securities worth out a 
few cents on the dollar, is now raging in 
the form of insubstantial railway or- 
ganization and building. This proposition 
to build a road from Cincinnati to Puget 
Sound, a distance of 1,800 to 2,000 miles, 
by the issue of stocks and bonds at the cost 
in paper of $60,000,000 is a mere device 
to take out of the pockets of the public 
as much of $100,000,000 to $120,000,000 as can 
be diverted from useful to unproductive pur- 
poses by fraudulent representations and in- 
ordinate anxiety to get rich by short proc- 
esses. The history of Jay Cooke’s Northern 
railway to Puget’s Sound in 1878 it is now 
proposed to repeat in this “Grand Centi- 
nental.” The so-calied “ Nickel”. Road 
from New York to Chicago has reached that 
point where, like the well fed, groomed, and 
doctored horse, it is ready for saie. Its 
stocks and bonds, which have been pushed 
by skillful manipulation on the stock board, 
are now of the market for sale to the imag- 
inative seekers of sudden fortunes. This

illustrates what is going on generally 
throughbougthe country, and which in time 
will reproduce the collapse of credit under 
which the whole people were prostrated in 
1873—not quite ten years ago. 


THE POWERS AND EGYPT. 

The London Standard, after the sweeping 
victory of the English and their occupation 
of Cairo, took special pains through its va- 
rious correspondents in the European cap- 
itals to ascertain the drift of Continental 
opinion relative to Egypt, and the results are 
not without much igterest to those who have 
followed the struggle. Many of the infiuen- 
tial French writers deprecate both a Euro- 
pean congress or the further session of the 
Constantinople conference upon the ground 
that France has never yet gained anything 
by congresses, and urge that England should 
make a direct arrangement with all the 
Powers most interested. Ali the French pa- 
pers repudiate the rightof Europe to take 
partin the administration or: political reor- 
ganization of Exypt, and insist that the re- 
establishment of civil and political order 
concerns only the Khedive and Sultan. 

The Berlin correspondent writes that ac- 
cording to Prince Bismarck’s view itis * no 
concern of any of the other Powers what 
may be the arrangement arrived at between 
England and Turkey as to the future of 
Egypt,” and that Europe has no right to 
complain even if * Engiand thinks it neces- 
sary to erect fortifications on the Suez Canal, 
or permanently to place her troops in perma- 
nent occupation of that important highway 
of commerce, provided she does so with the 
consent of the Sultan”: hence that tne 
Chancellor is opposed to any congress or 
conference unless England and Turkey are 
unable to agree, and if they should be pro- 
posed by the other Powers he would not ac- 
eept unless England should agree to it. The 
Austrian press follow, of course, in the 
wake of the German, and are unanimously of 
opinion that Arabi is a political offender, but 
has aclaim to England’s protection against 
the Khedive’s anger. The Neue Frete Presse 
significantly says: “ England having given 
at all times a safe asylum to exiled sov- 
ereigns and revolutionisis, and having proud- 
ly refused every demand to surrender them, 
cannot possibly consent to give up a rebel 
after taking him prisonerin open, honorable 
war.” 

Italy is not well pleased with the English 
victory, and reminds England that she ought 
to be true to the assurances she has given 
and remember her moral obligations to the 
Powers who refrained from interfering. 
Spain is very hostile,so much so that the 
Italian Government is trying to entice her 
into codperation against England on the 
Egyptian question, promising in return to 


‘ get her recognized as one of the Great Pow- 


ers, and hinting to her that Turkey will as- 
sist by appealing to a general conference; 
the aim of italy being to get Egyptian affairs 


4 brought before a conference which would be 


hostile to England. The Russian press in- 
dulge in furious tirades against the English 
and belittle their victories, but have nothing 
to say of conferences or congresses. From 
asurvey of the field, therefore, it is likely 
that England and ‘Turkey will patch op mat- 
ters without reference to the other Powers 
and without interference from them.

consumption. Everybodys drinks two or 
three botties of wine per duy in 
Paris, and you will see even the scavenger and 
cbiffonler sittimy on the curbetune, partaking of 
their midday weais, with a bouttie of wine to 
wash itdown.: At the Bou Marehé dry-guods 
establishment ail the employés are fed in the 
exteusive dining-roums oo the upper story of 
the establishment. They oumber from 1,2u0 to 
1.500 meh and women. We were shown through 
the culinary depurtwent, and were startied at 
tbe immense wine-rooimn, which contained wany 
thousand bottles. A large force of men was at 
work washing and tilling bottles, and we were 
assured that the daily consumpuon of the es- 
tablisbment exceeded 4,000 butties. By the side of 
every piute at (he long d:nner-tables was a bot- 
tle of wine, and these bad to be filled three times 
every day. Wineisa purt of the daly food, 
and must of it seemed as bBarmiless as water. 
Wine in America bas an intoxicating quality, 
but What we met with in Europe at tabie 
a’ bOtes would scarcely intoxicate a child.

THE LOADED GUN. 


An Eight-Year-Oi4 : oy Kills a Serve 
ant Girl. 

Coroner Matson was summoned yesterday 
afternoon to hold an inquest upon a young 
Polish xirl, who, according to all accounts, 
was the victim of a wanton murder by ayoung 
Snip of a boy only 8 years of age. About one 
and one-quarter miles northwest of Norwood 
Park lives Martiu Krich, a farmer on a small 
scale. His nearest neighbor is Franz Joreski, 
who rents from the same land-owner as 
Krich. The two houses are only a few rods 
apart, and both tenants draw water from s 
well almost directly in the rear of Krich’s 
house. There had been trouble brewing 
between the two families for some time. pot 
so much between the heads of the families 
as between the family of Krick and the serv- 
ant girl Julia in Jureski’s employ. Yester- 
day morning when Julia went to the well 
to draw water she was confronted by Ru- 
dolpb Krich. an exceedingly fresh youngster, 
who was only 8 years old last April. He 
presented ather head an old musket and 
ordered her to leave and get water else- 
where. Shé@ paid littie or no attention to 
him, and was walking away, after drawing a 
pail of water, when the gun was 
discharged. The entire top of the 
unfortunate girl’s head was blown 
away, and death must have been almost in- 
Slantaneous. Coroner Matson found her 
corpse lying on the ground near the welt 
exactly were she fell, and had it removed 
to a neighboring rn. The inquest 
will be held at 10 o'clock — this 
morning. Young Krick, who 
custody, says he was only fooling. 
not Know the gun was loaded. [tis an old 
and unsightly weapon, and Krich Sr., to 
whom it belongs, says it had not been 
loaded for years until not long ago when, 
ashe was about leaving home for a time, 
he joaded it and left it with his wife for self- 

rotection in case of an emergency. Mrs. 

rich was not at home yesterday worning 
whén the shooting occurred, else the boy 
would not have gut possession of the cun. 

Young Knich is a mild, gentle-looking lad 
with light hair, fair complexion, and blue 
eyes. He wasin bed when the reporter saw 
him, and seemed rather disinclined to talk 

matter, When asked why 

the girl he said: “I did 

mean to shoot her. I put the 

end of the gun on the ground and fired at a 

hvle in the barn.” He evidently did not 

realize the dreadful deed he had committed. 

His father and mother, who are Germans, 

talked about it withoud any hesitation, as- 
suming that it was accidental. 

The gill had been at Goretzski’s about two 
weeks, and was known by no other name 
tnan Julia. She wasa stout, good-looking 
Polish girl of avout 20 years of age. 

Krech and the boy were taken into custody 
about noon, but were released in the after- 
noon, and were at home in the evening.

The lecture of A, M. Sullivan, M. P., in 
Central Music-Hall last evening on Ireland 
was listened to by fully 3,000 people, the auai- 
tortum and both galleries being crowded, and 
they gave him a very warm welcome 
when he appeared, escorted by Judge 
Moran and accompanied by a large 
delegation of the Catholic clergy and 
quite a number of i representative 
lrish-American and other citizens. Among 
those on the stage were Mayor Harrison; 
Judges Rogers, Barnum. Tuley, Hawes, and 
Knickerbocker; Michael Keeley, Richard 
Prendergast, William J. Onahan, Justice 
Walsh, Fathers Waldron, Dunne, Dowling, 
Gilfoil, and MeShane; the lion. L ix, Arnold 
and W. D. Kerfoot, and Andrew Nevils and 
Alexander McKenna. both of Philadelphia. 

In introducing the lecturer, Judge Moran 
spoke of the deep sympathy of America for 
Ireland in her struggle, saying that, 
while that sympathy would not perhaps 
manifest itself in acts of hostility or drive 
this peovie into a belligerent attitude, it at 
least made the Americans take a con- 
demnatory attitude against England upon 
methods that she has attemvted to 
exercise in the government of Lreland. [Ap- 
vpiause.} He referred to Mr. Sullivan’s work 
in the cause of education, temperance, and 
home rule in Ireland, complimenting him 
very highly for his consistent course from 
1848 to 1s82. [Applause.| For what he had 
been ‘and what he was they honored 
hia. He had the affection of his 
countrymen at home and bread, and 
had compelled the adimiration = and 
respect even of his enemies. [Applause.]

SPOKE AS FOLLOWS: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN, LADIES. AND GENTLE- 
MEN. There must be manyin this vast as- 
semblage as conscious as | am myself. that 
the Chairman of this evening has drawn 
upon his own generous feelings and 
taxed your tolerance not a little 
in asking you to indorse the glowing picture 
he has drawn ot the humble individual who 
sands before you. [Applause.) Now, | 
wish at the outset to be frank with this great 
meeting, and to assure you that I take not as 
personal to myself your kindly acclama- 
tions, but I read in them your tribute rather 
of devotion to the country and the 
cause for which I[ stand here to- 
night. [Hear!”’* Hear!” and applause.) To 
you whose fortunes are cast in the 
midst of this magical city, which has sprung 
from the wilderness as if by the touch of the 
lamp of Aladdin, it will be a thrice-told 
tale if | were to express the wonderment of 
a stranger at all that | have seen in less than 
cour and twenty hours. I| stood, 1 niay say, 
almost with awe upon the shore of that lake 
where, within the memory ot men, 
the foot of the Indian trod and 
the woods heard the Indian song: and 
I paused to recat] the fact that I was not in 
the midst of a wilderness, but of a uietropo- 
lis busy with the industries of men, and 
glowing with the life of civilization, on fire 
with te spirit of liberty. [Applause] And 
that even here—this spot which to many of 
us is, as it were, the outer fringe of the great 
Western world, but which seems to me about 
to become geographically the centre vf the 
American Republic—l realized that I was no 
stranger, for | had the grip of friendship in 
my hand, and I heard the accents of kindly 
welcome in my ear. To the people who have 
thus received me for the sake of my own 
country Lean only offer the homage of wy 
heart in its thankfulness tonigit. A pplanee.} 
[I ask my own countrymen—the victims 
of an historic dispersi..n—to forbear if they 
hear from meastory familiar to their ears— 
if L prefer rather to speak fur a moment to 
these generous Americans, who aré not, I 
see, ina minority in Chicago. [Applause.) 
Believe me, the verdict of this country is no 
longer @ matter of indifference either to the 
subject or the subjugated inthis national 
quarrel in Europe. Believe me, the 
PUBLIC OPINION OF THIS GREAT REPUBLIC 
is going to bea great factor in the adjust- 
menutofa centennial feud that has marred 
the progress of civilization, that has dwarfed 
the indust: ies of an industrious people, and 
that has spoiled and disfigured, in many 
respects, the character of the nation. 
The press of London—that press which 
has. always two weights and two 
measures for the expression of American 
opinion—courts the opinion of America, and 
if it ean find an American so mesmerized by 
aristocratic London society (as some Ameri- 
cans do become when they cross to h- 
don), as to talk to Englishmen as they wish 
you will find in the press the language o 
Shakspeare and Milion, and it will tell you of 
the kinship, the nationaiity of therace. But 
if Americans speak to Englishmen with 
sympathy for Ireland, with a love of justice, 
then Aleriva is vituperated, and the public 
men who, in this country, speak a word for 
their fellow citizens of Lrish nationality are 
told that they are miserable politicians 
catering for the Irish vote, | Applause. | 
We can bear this even now going on across 
the water; and yet, Mr. Chairman and ladies 
and genilemen, I recall that but a few years 
ago avery prominent English literary poli- 
tician and hbistotian was sent across the 
water for the express purpose of 
arresting the dangerous spirit of syn- 
pathy for Lreland among the American 
peovle, Mr. Jawes Anthony Froude came 
across the ocean [hisses] with his budget 
well filled with dexterously culled extracts 
from history. He was like the man who, 
going forth into the beautiful fields of Nat- 
ure, brought back a budget of thistles and 
of thorns. No doubt they were all true 
products of the field; but he arrayed 
them as if the field produced no flow- 
ers; and thus, withi his story of Irish 
history, it tailed to capture the verdict of 
America, and tedey England has given uy in 
despair the idea of persuading the American 
people that her rule in the past has been 
anything but oppressive. But Americans are 
largely persuaded of this, My own country- 
men are not, but Americans meet me with 
this story: “Don’t tell us of the tyrannies of 
the past; we know them ; they are indefens!- 
pie: but is it not true that just now. 
England is engaged in making reparation for 
the past, and are there not benevolent states- 
men all aglow with the desire to make ire- 
land as happy as she ibiy could be?’ 
Well, now, i will deal in a word with that 
impression which | know is strongly beid by 
many honest American citizens. 

Now, it is not to be patiently listened to by 
Americans, if | were to say it, that there is 
in the minds of the present Governinent of 
Engiand a wicked love of cruelty and a de 
sire to be barbarous in Ireland for the sake 
of despotism. They will point me to the

Such as they are, l give him every credit 
for them. They did not begin yesterday. He 
introduced a Land bill last year, “anoble act 
of a generous mind,” say many 
American writers. Mark the facts, Where 
was this generous mind in 1868, in 1870, in 
1873, in 1873. and In 1874? Don’t tell me that 
it was only last year he acquired his amia- 
bility. No: yet the man who appealed to 
him for thie land act in [870 appealed in vain. 
Take any of the great reforms thal have veen 
passed by these benevolent British states- 
men from 1820 up to the present hour. I 
ask the people of the universal glohe to 
atudy the facts of this case, What 
has been the constant story? Resistance 
on the part of the Government; resistance, 
until at length it became either dangerous 
or inconvenient for the Government to re- 
sistany more. I have already cited publicly 
the fact that the Duke of Wellington, who 
was returned in 1828 to power in London on 
the express pledge of resisting Catholic 
emancipation, came down to the House of 
Commons and proposed Catholic emanci- 
pation. Why? The argument for emancipa- 
tion was exhaused thirty years before: 
all that could be said in appeal to human 
reason had been said for many years before. 
Was it reason, wa: it argument. was ita 
sudden outburst of Ministertal amltability or 
benevolence ? No: it was because of that 
which brought about the Land act of last 
year also—because the Irish peuple

tor the Minister to conevde this measnre. 
[Applause.] Ll therefore Say that it will be 
an accurate definition of human slavery in 
its most ignominious form for a nation to 
depend for its welfare or its liberties 
on the personal disposition of the Minister 
of a King.

My friend, the Chairman, has said that just 
now Alnerica has its ear wide open and its 
attention strained on what we are doing 
oyer in Ireland upon the land ques- 
tion.

The Rector of the (hurch of the Ascen<- 
sion and the Bishop of Lilinois, 

Much has been published in the papers 
since the laying of the corner-stone cf the 
Church of the Ascensiun regarding the ques- 
tions at issue between the Bishop and the 
rector. but most of it has been very irrele- 
vant. The matters of ceremonial—of veat- 
ments, incense, eraeem, and candivs—are of 
no consequence, nor is it a serious matter 
that the rector calls the communion service 
amass. ‘The vital pointis the peculiar erom- 
munion service which be uses at 11 o’clock 
Sundays. ‘There is a communion service 
at 6 and again at 8 o’clock, at each 
off which the congregation may partake, 
so that they come fasting. A@the 1! o’¢lock 
service only the priest partakes, and every- 
thing relating to the congregation—all that 
part of the rubric in which the Jaity are men- 
tioned—is omitted. The legality of any other 
form of communion service than thaé laid 
down in the prayer-book is denied. The 
church law is in some respect like the law of 
this country, both statutory and common. 
The law of the church is injts prayer-bouok, 
its canons, and in the older laws of 
the English Church which are not in- 
consistent with the action of the Amer- 
ican 8 = church. But the church in 


this country having adopted a form, for | 


the administration of the sacrament, it is 
held by the best authorities that no priest 
can use a diliferent service, no matter if it be 
in the prayer-Dook of Aing Edward the Sixth. 
The 11 o’cloch service at Ascension Cliurch 
does not conform to the communion service 
prescribed by the Protestant Episcoval 
Church in the United States, and is there- 
fi¢e illegal—just as illegal as was the Rev. 
M® Cheney’s action in Jeaving words out of 
the baptismal service. If a priest thinks the 
prayer-Look can be bettered it is proper for 
iin to seek to influence the lawmaking 
power to change it; he has no authority to 
ao 80. 

lt is to this peculiar service that the Bishop 
will doutbess soon call the attention of the 
recior of the Church of the Ascension. It 
has been repo:ted that the rector cousiders 
this service of great importance, and that he 
will liefer give up his parish than surren- 
der this solemn sacrifice of the mass. It is 
doubtful, however, whether he will adhere 
to this alleged declaration in view of his or- 
dination vows, which are as follows: 

The question put to him is this: “ Will you 
reverently obey your Bishop and other chief 
ministers whe, according to the canons of 
the church, may have the charge and govern- 
mentever you, following, with a giad mind 
and will, their godly admonitions and submit 
yourself to their godly judgments?” 

His answer is: “1 will do so, the Lord be- 
ing my helper.”’ 

The Bishop is the head and governor of 
the church in his diocese, but a priest is not 
bound to obey a Bishop outside of the law 
and his authority—only so far as is involved 
in this vow, 

A priest at his ordination subscribes to this 
declaration, found in the seventh article of 
the constitution: “1 do believe the Holy 
Seriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
to be the words of God, and to contain the 
things necessary to salvation; and I do sol- 
emniy engage to conform to the doctrines 
and worship of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States.” 

A priest is also asked: *® Will you give 
your faithful diligence always so to minister 
the doctrine and sacraments and _ the 
discipline .of Christ as the Lord hath 
commanded and as this chureh hath 
received the same, and according to the com- 
mandments of God, so that you ‘may teach 
the people committed to your care and 
charge with all diligence to keep and ob-, 
serve the same?’ And his answer is: “I 
will so do by the help of the Lord.” 

Itis more tian probable, then, that after 
the Bishop has admonished him to cease the 
use of this service he will submit himself 
ey to his spiritual superior without 
ceasing, however, his efforts to induce the 
law-inaking power of the church to permit 
him to use aservice without which he does 
not believe Divine worship can be properly 
conducted. 


Miintsters’ Weetines, 

The Methodist winisters held their rerular 
weekly meeting yesterday, about thirty cler- 
men being present. Dr. H. B. Ridgeway, a 
Professor in the ( arrett Biblical Iustitute, 
and David Hill, a Wesleyan inissivonary, who 
is about to return to China, were introduced, 
the latter making remarks.

A reporter of Tue Tripuner, who hasbeen 
reading gitems in the amusement column 
about e Miln-Burleigh combination, 
thought he would like to see the two gentie- 
men as tragedians.

Mises Jeffreyrs-L: wis tn “La Belle 
Russe at Mic Vicker’s, 

At McVicker’s Theatre last evening David 
Belasco’s play, “ La Belle Russe,” was pre- 
sented for the first time in Chicago by Miss 
Jeffreyes-Lewis and anfexcelient company, 
and scoured a decided success. The play was 
produced at Waliack’s Theatre, New York, 
last season with a powerful cast, and was 
well received by the press and public, and 
last evening that opinion was seconded 
in this city. It is a@ very strong emo- 
tiopal ‘play, in four acts, and belongs 
to that schovol of which “Diplomacy” and 
“Forget Me Not” are notable types. The 
play is; as it were,a sort of oasis in the 
desert of trashy melodrama which has been 
holding the stage for sometime past, and was 
a welcome relief to what has been seen here 
lately in the dramatic line. 

The story is that of an abandoned woman 
who was driven from her home atan early 
age, ahd who,thrown upon her own re- 
sources, becomes a notorivus personage—La 
Belle Russe—who is known to the gamblers 
and roues in all the capitals of Europe. 
She becomes the mistress of George 
d’Ome, who throws wealth and 
honor aside for her, and subsequently 
she dese) ts him, taking with her their only 
child—a little girl. Her twin sister, who be- 
lieves herself to be dying, sends her marriage 
certificate, her husband’s letters, and his 
photograph. He is Sir Philip Calthorpe, an 
English Baronet, who has left her and en- 
tered the army. The adventuress sees ina 
hewspaper an advertisement inserted by 
Lady Culthrope, Sir Philip’s mother, who 
is in search of her son’s wife and child, and 
she conceives the idea of impersonating her 
sister, Whom she believes to be dead, expect- 
ing to prove her claims by means of the 
documents she has in her possession. She 
argues that Sir Philip must be dead, and 
hopes to obtain through her plan a home 


| for herself and a fortune for her child. 


The play opens in the office of the Cal 
thorpe family’s attorney, who is anxiously 
looking for a response to the advertisement. 
La Belle Russe makes her claim, it is ac- 
cepted without question. and she is sent to 
Calthorpe Manor with her child. Soon after 
her departure Sir Philip, fresh from the 
army, reaches the office with his friend and 
companion, Capt. Dudley Brund. The old 
attorney is delighted at what he terms the 
double good fortune, and the three start at 
once forthe wanor. In the second act the 
adventuress and her child are discovered in- 
stalled in the family home surrounded by 
every luxury. The missing son is announced, 
and La Beile Ruase fears that he may discover 
her trick, but he does not, and accepts her as 
his wife. His friend is presented, and La 
Belle Russe sees in him the father of her 
child—George d’Ome, The recognition is 
inutual and war is declared. Brand begins 
his work of unmasking the woman, but she 
defies him, and expresses her intention of re- 
maining where she is. After several com- 
viications and strong situations she fivally 
confesses when she sees her twin sister, who 
has been discovered by the old Jawyer, and is 
turned out of the house without her child. 
On the whole the piece is well constructed 
and possesses many strong points, and it will 
undoubtedly find favor in the eyes of the 
theatre-zoing public. 

The company is a powerful one, indi- 
vidually and collectively. As La Belle Russe 
Miss Lewis is seen at her best, and her 
portraiture of the unscrupuloys, hardened 
woman of the world is true to the life. Her 
acting in the sécond act, where Capt, Brand 
tells to the family the story of George d’Ome 


and Le Beile Russe, is very fine, though she | 
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has not a word to say, and her supplication 
fot merey and her parting from her child in 
the last act are splendid bits of emotional 
acting. This is by far the best thing Miss 
Lewis has ever done in Chicago. As Capt. 
Brand, Mr. J. Newton Gotthold shares the 
honors with the star, and gives some splen- 
did and powerful acting as the injured 
Frenchman. In thescene where he deciares 
war with the adventuress he is particularly 
strong. Mr. Walter Dennis as Sir Philtp is 
exéellent, and Mr. R. C. Hudson as the ex-

‘The Bijou Company in “ Chimes.” 

A few members of the Chicago Church 
Choir company have formed an independ- 
ent light opera organization and propose giv- 
ing a series of light operas at the West Side 
orasitisnow called the * Bijoa”’ Opera- 
Hiduse un Madison street. Whether the en- 
terprise is a speculation, a codperative or- 
gahization, or set on footto gratify a * mor- 
bid love of admiration,” which stage-struck 
amateurs often acquire, is immaterial, It is 
aperfectly legitimate affair, and so far as it 
may tend to develop good actors and 
singers or to afford an evening’s entertain- 
ment is worthy of enconragement. But it 
must be remembered that such a company 
advertising itseif in the press and otherwise 
and charging high prices of admission 
is on the same footing as regular 
professional organizations, and is to be judged 
ac¢ordingly. The first comment then is, that 


“not one of the performers nvanifesis much 


more than a mere suspicion of dramatic abil- 
ity, and we doubt if any mwember of the com- 
pany has studied the artof acting with any 
one competent to teach it. Making all allow- 
antes for @ first night,a small crowded 
stage, and other drawbacks, yet it must be 
frankly said that the diamatic portion of the 
entertainment was ridicnious. It is unnec- 
esdary to particularize or to illustrate this 
point by individual examples. To do so 
honestly might perhaps bring the critic 
within the jurisdiction of the Societyfor the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children—for chil- 
drén they are who seek to read Dickens 
wiien they have hardly learned to spell 
words of one syllable. As an amateur 
entertainment even we haveseen many wuch 
better. Musically there are some things to 
be’said in favor of the performance. The 
two leading ladies have fresh, sweet voices, 
which they use well, and which sound very 
charming in the pietty solos allotted to their 
respective parts. For the gentlemen as 
much connot be said. Some of the choral 
numbers were quite acceptably sung, while 
others were very much more harshly treated 
than they deserved. Itis not easy work to 
give an opera like the “Chimes of Nor- 
mandy” even fairly well, and this the Bijou 
company is likely to discover very soon. The 
cast, embracing several well-known names, 
was as follows:

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OBITUARY. 


Jude-~ & F. Taylor. 

The death was yesterday announced of 
Judge S. F. Taylor, of Sandusky, O.. one of 
the ablest jurists and most conscientious, 
scrupulous Christians in Northern Ohio. He 
died at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. E. 
B. Rambo, No, 3727 Lake avenue, at 8 o’clock 
Sunday morning, after a somewhat pro- 
tracted illness. Judge Taylor was born at 
Grand Island, Vt., Dec. 34, 1808. He was ad- 
initted to the bar when scarcely 24 years of 
age, and One year later was married toJudith 
Kellogg, daughter of Erastus Keliogg, 
of Peacham, Vt. Two years later, 
in 1835, he moved west, ant, settling 
at Conneaut, O., engaged actively 
in the vractice of his profession. In 1840 he 
Wok an active partin the Whig campaign, 
and as a reward for his services was sent to 
the State Legislature the fcllowing year. In 
1843 he moved to Milan, O., and there en- 
joyed a flourishing law practice until 1855, 
when he was elected Judge for the district 
composed of Lucas, Sandusky, Huron, Erie, 
and Ottawa Counties, which position he 
maintained fur ten years, or until he re- 
ioved to Sanduskv, O., where he again took 
up the practice of law. Last December 
Judge Taylor came to this city for the pur- 
pose of visiting bis children and other re- 
latives residing in this city, and while 
on his visit was stricken with the disease 
which finally ended his life. He leaves sur- 
viving him a widow and three children, Mrs. 
E. B. Rambo, Mrs. J. E. Otis, and F. P. Tay- 
lor, all of this city. The deceased was 
widely known and respected throughout 
Ohio as one of the ablest of lawyers, ana an 
exceptionally humane, upright, and honor- 
able man.

Aghe 11 o’clock 
service only the priest partakes, and every- 
thing relating to the congregation—all that 
part of the rubric in whict the laity are men- 
tioned—is omitted, The legality of any other 
form of communion service than that laid 
down in the prayer-book is denied. The 
church Jaw is in some respect like the law of 
this country, both statutory and common. 
The law of the church is injts prayer-bowk, 
its canons, and in the older laws of 
the English Church which are not in- 
consistent with the action of the Amer- 
ican church. But the church in 
this country having adopted a form for | 
the adwinistration of the sacrament, it is 
held by the best authorities that no priest 
can use a different service, no matter if it be 
in the prayer-book of King Edward the Sixth. 
The 11 o’clockh service at Ascension Chureh 
dovs not conform to the communion service 
prescribed by the Protestant Episcoval 
Church in the United States, and is there- 
fore illegal—just as illegal as was the Rev. 
Mr. Cheney’s action in Jeaving words out of 
the baptismal service. If a priest thinks the 
prayer-Look can be bettered it is proper for 
hin to seek to influence the lawmaking 
power to change it; he has no authority to 
ao 80. 

It is to this peculiar service that the Bishop 
will doutbess soon call the attention of the 
recior of the Church of the Ascension. It 
has been reported that the rector considers 
this service of great importance, and that he 
will liefer give up his parish than surren- 
der this solemn sacrifice of the mass. It is 
doubtful, however, whether he will adhere 
to this alleged declaration in view of his or- 
dination vows, which are as follows: 

The question put to him is this: “ Will you 
reverently obey your Bishop and other chief 
ministers wh, according to the canons of 
the church, may have the charge and govern- 
mentever you, following, with a giad mind 
and will, their godly admonitions and subwit 
yourself to their godly judgments?” 

His answer is: “I will do so, the Lord be- 
ing my helper.’’ 

The Bishop ts the head and governor of 
the church in his diocese, but a priest is not 
bound to obey a Bishop outside of the law 
and his authority—eonly so far as is involved 
in this vow, 

A priest at his ordination subscribes to this 
declaration, found in the seventh article of 
the constitution: “1 do believe the Holy 
Seriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
to be the words of God, and to contain the 
things necessary to salvation: and I do sol- 
emnily engage to conform to the doctrines 
and worship of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States.” 

A priest Is also asked: “ Will you give 
your faithful diligence always so to minister 
the doctrine and sacraments and the 
discipline. of Christ as the Lord hath 
commanded and as this church hath 
received the same, and according to the com- 
mandiments of God, so that you may teach 
the people committed to yotlr care and 
charge with all diligence to keep and ob-, 
serve the same?’ And his answer is: “I 
will so do by the help of the Lord.” 

It is more than probable, then, that after 
the Bishop has admonished bim to cease the 
use of this service he will submit himself 
reverently to his spiritual superior without 
ceasing, however, his efforts to induce the 
law-making power of the church to permit 
him to use aservice without which he does 
not believe Divine worship can be properly 
conducted. 


Wiintsters’ Weetings, 

The Methodist winisters held their regular 
weekly meeting yesterday, about thirty cler- 
men being present. Dr. H. B. Ridgeway, a 
Professor in the ( arrett Biblical Iustitute, 
and David Hill, a Wesleyan missionary, who 
is about to return to China, were introduced, 
the latter making remarks. The Rev. T. B. 
Hilton read a paper on the origin of Mor- 
monism, its sources of strength and creed, 
and narrated many incidents which came 
under his observation while a teacher in 
Utah, ‘There were four things which could, 
he said, redeem the State—the enlightenment 
of the pubiic mind, the arousing of the public 
conscience, Congressional legislation, and 
especiaily Christian education. 

The regular meeting of the Baptist Minis- 
ters’ Conference was held at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel.

Northrup will present a paper on “The 
Present Skeptical Atiitude of Scientific Men 
Toward Christianity.”

Mies Jeffreyes-Lwis tn “La Belle 
Rousse * at Mic Vicker’s, 

At McVicker’s Theatre last evening David 
Belasco’s play, “ La Belle Russe,” was pre- 
sented for the first time in Chicago by Miss 
Jeffreyes-Lewis and anjexcelient company, 
and scored a decided success. The play was 
produced at Waliack’s Theatre, New York, 
last season with a powerful cast, and was 
well received by the press and public, and 
last evening that opinion was seconded 
in this city. It is a very strong emo- 
tiopal play, in four acts, and belongs 
to that school of which “Diplomacy” and 
“Forget Me Not” are notable types. The 
play is, as it were,a sort of oasis in the 
desert of trashy melodrama which has been 
holding the stage for some time past, and was 
a welcome relief to what has been seen here 
Jately in the dramatic line. 

The story is that of an abandoned woman 
who was driven from her homeatan early 
age, and who,thrown upon her own re- 
sources, becomes a notorivus personage—La 
Belle Russe—who is known to the gamblers 
and roues in all the capitals of Europe. 
She becomes the mistress of George 
d’Ome, who throws wealth and 
honor aside for her, and subsequently 
she dese) ts him, taking with her their only 
child—a little gir. Her twin sister, who be- 
lieves herself to be dying, sends her marriage 
certificate, her husband’s letters, and his 
photograph. He is Sir Philip Calthorpe, an 
English Baronet, who has left her and en- 
tered the army. The adventuress sees ina 
newspaper an advertisement inserted by 
Lady Culthrope, Sir Philip’s mother, who 
is in search of her son’s wife and child, and 
she conceives the idea of impersonating her 
sister, whom she believes to be dead, expect- 
ing t prove her claims by means of the 
docuinents she has in her possession. She 
argues that Sir Philip must be dead, and 


The play opens in the office of the Cal 
thorpe family’s attorney, who is anxiously 
looking for a response to the advertisement. 
La Belle Russe makes her claim, it is ac- 
cepted without question, and she is sent to 
Calthorpe Manor with her child. Soon after 
her departure Sir Philip, fresh from the 
army, reaches the office with his friend and 
companion, Cupt. Dudley Brund. The old 
attorney is delighted at what he ternis the 
double good fortune, and the three start at 
once forthe manor. In the second act the 
adventuress and her child are discovered in- 
stalled in the family home surrounded by 
every luxury. The missing son is announced, 
and La Belle Ruase fears that he may discover 
her trick, but he does not, and accepts her as 
his wife. His friend is presented, and La 
Belle Russe sees in him the father of her 
child—George d’ Ome, The recognition is 
mutual and war is declared. Brand begins 
his work of unmasking the woman, but she 
defies him, and expresses her intention of re- 
maining where she is. After several com- 
piicatinns and strong situations she finally 
confesses when she sees her twin sister, who 
has been discovered by the old lawyer, and is 
turned out of the house without ber child. 
On the whole the piece is well constructed 
and possesses many strong points, and it will 
undoubtedly find favor in the eyesof the 
theatre-gzoing public. 

The company—is a powerful one, indi- 
vidually and coljectively. As La Betie Russe 
Miss Lewis is seen at her best, and her 
portraiture of the unscrupuloys, hardened 
woman of the world is true to the life.

For the gentlemen as 
niuch connot be said. Some of the choral 
numbers were quite acceptably sung, while 
others were very much more harshly treated 
than they deserved, Itis not easy work to 
give an opera like the “Chimes of Nor- 
mandy” even fairly well, and this the Bijou 
company is likely to diseover very soon.

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OBITUARY. 


Jude & F. Taylor. 

The death was yesterday announced of 
Judge S. F. Taylor, of Sandusky, O., one of 
the ablest jurists and most conscientious, 
scrupulous Christians in Northern Ohio. He 
died at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. E. 
B. Rambo, No, 3727 Lake avenue, at 8 o’clock 
Sunday morning, after a somewhat pro- 
tracted illness. Judge Taylor was born at 
Grand Island, Vt., Dee. 34, 1808. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar when scarcely 24 years of 
age, and One year later was married to Judith 
Kellogg, daughter of Erastus Kellogg, 
of Peacham, Vt. Two years later, 
in 1835, he moved west, ant, settling 
at Conneaut, O., engaged actively 
in the vractice of his profession. In 1840 he 
wok an active partin the Whig campaign, 
and as a reward for his services was sent to 
the State Legislature the fcllowing year. In 
1843 he moved to Milan, O., and there en- 
joyed a flourishing law practice until 1855, 
when he was elected Judge for the district 
composed of Lucas, Sandusky, Huron, Erie, 
and Ottawa Counties, which position he 
maintained fur ten years, or until he re- 
inoved to Sandusky, O., where he again took 
up the practice of law. Last December 
Judge Taylor came to this city for the pur- 
pose of visiting bis children and other re- 
latives residing in this city, and while 
on his visit was stricken with the disease 
which finally ended his life. He leaves sur- 
vivine him a widow and three children, Mrs. 
E, B. Rambo, Mrs. J. E. Otis, and F. P. Tay- 
lor, all of this city. The deceased was 
widely known and respected throughout 
Olio as one of the ablest of lawyers, ana an 
exceptionally humane, upright, and honor- 
able man.

Courts of equity, itis well known, look 
with much disitavor upon clauses of this 
kind, commonly known by the expressive 
title of “cut-throat clauses,” and if there is 
any known principle ot law or any equity 
which may be applied to avert their ope ra- 
tion, the court will apply the same. 

After avery careful consideration of the 
authorities cited, Lam of we opinion that 
this bar set up by Borden to prevent the lash 
of acourtof morals being applied to the 
defendant, Davis, and coustituting him a 
trustee for complainant, sev that he, Davis, 
may aan profit by his breach of trust, cannvut 
prevail.

In regard to the foreclosure of the Little- 
dale wormage, and te sale of whe vroperty 
sub eguenily to T. E. Whelan, Mrs, Sco- 
vuie sides entirely with Cole, claims he acted 
in good faith and most generously to her, 
lending her money without security, paying 
her hotel bills, and in other ways advaneing 
her interests.

Another E@ort te Be Made Today to 
Do Away with the Charge for Swiitche 
ing (ars irom the Elevators. 

The Chicago committee of the east-bouna 
poo! will hold its regular weekly meeting at 
the office of Mr. T. C. Moore, joint pool 
agent, in the Montauk Block, this morning. 
This meeting will be of more than ordinary 
interest, as the question of charging $2 per 
car for switching cars from the elevators by 
the Eastery lines will again come up for dis- 
cussion. The freight representatives of the 
Western roads have been invited to attend 
the meeting and take part in the discussion 
of this matter. As is generally known, when 
the Eastern roads decided to make the above 
charge a mouth ago, the Buard of ‘Trade and 
elevalor men protested against such action 
on the ground that it was unjust a 
unfair. ‘luvy submitted to Wie managers of 
the Eastery roads a remonstrance against 
the charge, and requested that it should not 
be carried into effect until similar action had 
been taken as rewards switching charges in 
Peoria, St. Louis, Toledo, and other Western 
competing points. A meeting between the 
Board of Trade people and the railroad man- 
agers was thereupon arranged, but in -spite 
of the appeals of the Board ot Trade men 
showing that the exactiwon of such a charge 
would prove detrimental to Chicago’s inter- 
ests, the railroad men remained inexorable, 
and decreed that the charge should be ex- 
acted, and bince that time it bas been en- 
furced. The railroad wen declared that they 
were entitled to remuneration for 
switching cars from elevators, and that they 
were fully determined to exact it, whether 
me shippers and elevator men liked it or 
hot, 

The fact that this®matter is again to come 
up fur discdssion at the meeting this morn- 
ing Seems (0 indicate that the railroad offi- 
ciuls, or sorng of them at least, have changed 
their Opinion, and that they are now ready 
to make sOme concessions to the Board of 
Trade men. ‘The latter, finding that the rail- 
roads stubdoroly insisted upon making the 
charge for switching, seem to have been 
quietly dis¢riminating against those roads 
Which most stubbornly insisted that the 
charge should be made. The decrease in 
east-bound shipments on most lines seems 
to show that, and therefore another effort is 
to be made to orig about an amicable 
settlement of the difficulty. The reason 
that the Western officiais have been 
invited to attend the meeting is to get them 
to make some concessions regarding charges 
for switching to the elevators. The Eastern 
Officials say that if the Western roads will 
agree to make no charge forswitching grain 
io the elevdtors they will also do away with 
the charge for switching cars from the tle- 
vators. The Wabash Railroad officials, how- 
ever, are not likely to dothis. They claim 
that they have already reduced their charges 
for switechibg about one-half. They cannot 
be expected to do away with the charges now 
mace, they barely pay for the work per- 
ormed., | 


The Chicago & Evanston Ratiroad— 
p Why it is Being Bullt. 

The officers of the Chicago & Evanston 
Railroad say that the work.on their road is 
steadily progressing in spite of the obstacles 
thrown In their way by disaffected property- 
owners. They express confidence in their 
ability to complete the road from Chicago to 
South Evadswn in spite of all hindrances 
before next January. 

It is the general opinion that this road is 
being built for the purpose of preventing the 
Northern Pacific from building an independ- 
ent line to this city from Ashland, Wis, By 
securing the Wisconsin Central and con- 
solidating it with the new road the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul people expect to be able 
io retain the Northern acific as one 
of the prine pal Northwestern feeders of 
their systeui of roads. They will be able to 
afford the Northern Pacific a direct cutlet to 
Chicago from St. Paul via_ their maja line, 
and trom Ashland via the Wiscon-in Centra! 
and Chicazgd & Evanston line. By tapping 
the Northern Pacific both at St. Paul and at 
Ashiand the Milwaukee & St. Paul people 
expect to be able to make such a traffic ar- 
rangement with the Northern Pacific as to 
induee then to abandon their plans of build- 
ing an independent line to Chieago from 
Lake Superior.

MORE SUITS AGAINST MARK & THOMPSON. 

Anderson, Fowler & Co. and Robert D. Fowler, 
of the packing-bouse firm of Fowler Brotbers, 
bave within the past few davs added their 
numes to the already long list of creditors of 
Mark 8 Thompson, tne ice dealer, who 
suddenly disappeared under a cloud 
some two weeks ago. Their atturneys, 
Messrs. Page & Booth bewan last Friday suits 
against Mark 8. Thompson and Juines H. Thou: p- 
son for the recovery of $40,512 loaned to Mr. 
Thompson. Mr. Page states that the firm of 
Fowler Bros., which, by way, is one of the 
wealtbiest in the city, bad uniimited contidence 
in Mr. Toompsen up to the very moment of his 
disappearance. The suits were begun on notes, 
checks, and wtber paper bearing Mr. Thompson's 
signature, and Mr. rage was unable (to say ex- 
actly how or for wbat reason the Fowler Bros, 
saw fit to loan him 60 much. He was under the 
impression, however, thatit ali, or nearly all, was 
loaned for the purpuse of purchasing ice; or 
ruther the right to cut ice in certain bodies of 
water, at a time last winter when it began to 
look as if the ive crop was going ww be a very 
sinall one. 

Mr. Thompson's other creditors about town 
are inclined to be reticent, and it would look 
very much asif there was some strength in the 
rumor that bis friends are making pruposals for 
a compromise, were it not for the tact that the 
indebtedness is aiready so lurge. Every day

There were 456 dead animals 
removed from the streets, including seventy- 
seveh borses and 375 dogs. There were 3,455 
pounds of bad meat condemned. 

The total assessment of the City of Chicago 
last year was $119,191,951. The city’s expendi- 
tures for general purposes was limited to 2 per 
centof that amount. The assessment this year 
is somewhat larger, amounting to enor $124,- 
100,000. There is a alight increase in real estate,

THE SMOK NUISANCE. 
HOW IT 18 CONTROLLED IN LONDON. 

Mayor Harrison, who has visited London, En- 
giand, several times, in the years 1861, IS74, 1875, 
1376, and 1882, Besa aiways noticed that there was 
a constant abaiement io the smoke nuisance 
from year w year. To find vut how it was 
brought about be called upon the Commissioner 
of Police and witb bim left a list of questi®ns, to 
which the Mayor received detailed repiies yes- 
terday, and also official reports, ordinances, 
etc. From them the Mayor finds that the 
Evglisd officials do not consider that a thorougho 
abatement which is thougbt one bere, for they 
insist upon no smoke at all appearing from 
atacks. The river steamers discharge very littie 
smuke, yet that little is regarded as a nuisance. 

The questions asked by the Mayor and the 
answers received are as fullows: 

“ What police steps do you take to prevent the 
smoke puisance?” 

“ The inciosed extract from the general orders 
and reguistions of the Meirupoiitan Police 
force affecting police duties in connection with 
the abatement of nuisance from smuke show 
the general working of the service witb refer- 
ence to this question. Briefly summarized, the 
steps taken are as follows: Nuisance being re- 
ported a form of caution is given to (he occupier 
of the premises concerned, and further observu- 
tion. is directed to be kept. Sbould there 

a recurrence of the nuisance, a fur- 
form of caution is given. 
Ovbservauon is continued, and if the nuisance is 
not then abated an inspection of the premises is 
made by an engineer, and upen bis report de- 

uds subsequent action. If the apparatus is 
ound to be 6u Cvastructed as notto ve capable 
of preventing the puisunce a summons is takeu 
out for improper construction. It, however. the 
apparatus is fouod to be properly con- 
structed and the nuisance is caused by the 
neglect of an attendant, the latter is proceeded 
aguinst for oeglizent use, providing prover fuel 
is supplied. Li fuel of an improper description 
is supplied, Ora person allowed to attend the 
apparatus wbo is incompetent, (ben proceedings 
are taken against the employer.” 

“Is tne abatement cf the nuisance done prin- 
cipaily by smoke-consuming appiiances, by 
cauretul tiring, or by nup-smoke-waking coals, 
and to what degree is each of these means suc- 
ceesful?”’ 

“ By the use of smoke-consuming appliances 
and proper attention. Also by the use of 6meoke- 
less fuel. It requires a combination of these 
Oret.to be effective.” 

Why isit that no smoke is emitted b 
motives and by river steamers? What 
du to prevent the nuisance?” 

“Locomotives and river steamers do emit 
smoke, and are deait with if reported. The an- 
swert to question No, 2 applies as to what is nec- 
essary for its prevention.” 

* ‘To what extent is coke used for the purpose 
of preventing the nuisance, and bow tardo you 
regeérd smoke consuming a success?”

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A LEGAL RESIDENCE. 


A Decision by a Baltimore Judge of 
Interest to Moiders of Federal Offices 
Outside the Siate. 

Special Dispatch to The Uhtcago Tribune. 
Battimonge, Md., Oct. 2.—Chief-Judge 

Brown, of the Supreme Bench of Baltimore 

City, delivered an important opinion today 

bearing upon the question of what consti- 

tutes legal residence of a Government offi- 
eer, and where he is entitied to vote. Dur- 
ing the new registration of voters in this 
city the Registrars have refused to enroll 
the names of Government employés in the 

Washington departwents who for years 

have lived in that city and yet claimed vot- 

ing residence in Baltimore. The Dem- 
ocratic registration officers no doubt 
thought that it was an attempt of 
the Republicans to register numbers 
of officehoiders here so as to carry one 
of the Congressional districts. The office- 
holders claiming residence here petitioned 
the Supreme Court to compel the Registrars 
to epter their pames on the books. ‘These 

tiuons were heard last week. Prominent 

publican lawyers. appeared for the peii- 
tioners, and the leading Democratic lawyers 
for the Registrars. In his opinion the Judge 
ordered that the names of the petitioners ve 
entered upon the books, as they could prove 
that Baltimore was their home, and they had 
formerly resided here; that similar questions 
had arisen in every State in the Union, 

and it bad been generaily heid that a 

citizen who takes an “office under 

the Government does not lose his residence 
by removing to ano her piace while he is em- 
ployed by tne Government, unless he intends 
to make such place Lis permanent residence; 
that, alihough the law of Maryland required 
an actual! residence, it did not mean that if 
he left the city temporarily for a few years 
he failed to hold his legal residence here, 

There area number of Washington office- 

holders who have their voting residence here, 

and the decision was awaited with wucb in- 
terest.

A PETROLEUM RIVAL. 


The Baka Wells on the Caspian Sea. 
London Times. Sept. 12. 

Our corresvondent at Philadelphia de 
scribed last week the important petroleun 
wells of Pennsylvania. Those of Baku on 
the Caspian Sea, a short account of which 
appeared also recently in the Times, are now 
the subject of a report from the Viee-Consul 
at Batoum, on the Biack Sea. The increas 
ing importance of these wells has led toa 
project being set on foot for connecting Baku 
Batoum by means of pipes, thus avoiding 
the difficulties and dangers of the railway 
transport of the oil. At Batoum the petro- 
leum will be pumped into tank steamers, and 


when the arrangements are complete and in 


working order the Consul says: “ Very san- 
guine expectations are entertained as to the 
possibility of successfully competing with 
American petroleum imported to Europe.’ 
Mr. Peacock gives. the following description 
of tbe Baku petroleum territory: “ The 


total area of the Baku petroleum region, tak+ | 
surface oil, gag | 


ing its extreme points of 
wells, ete., is not less than 1,200 square miles, 
Its elevation above the level of the Caspian 
Sea varies creatly. The Caspian is eighty-six 
feet below the jevel of the ocean. ‘The gen- 
eral aspect of this region is that of a barrel 
desert deprived of water and vegetation, 
checkered here and there with dried-up salt 
lakes, natural outflows and pools of oil, gas 
wells, and exhausted mud yolceanoes, Eve n 
on thesurface of the Caspian natural out 
flows of petroleum and gas may be seen at 
certain places. The boring operations are 
mostly carried outon the Peninsulaof Ap 
Sherop, where the potential productiveness 
is considered to be much greater than that of 
American petroleum regions, Comparing 
the results achieved in the two countries ori 
ope side and the average depth and total 
number of wells on the other, it may be just- 
ly stated that the natural petroleum riches of 
Baku, asfar as our knowledge goes, have 
no parallel in the world. ‘The lands are part 
ly purchased and partiy held by lease. The 
former comprise 680 desetines, or 1,556 acres, 
sold by the Crown to di ferent parties by 
public auction for the sum of 2,980,3u7r, or 
above £300,000 at the rate of exc he Linge in i872 
when the sale took place. For certain plots 
as much as £5,500 per acre has been paid, 
The yearly rent for leased Crown land is 
only 10r per desetine, or about 7s 6d per 
acre.’ These

UNDER FIRE. 


A Soldier’s Sensations When Engaged 
in Battle. 
Detrott Free Press. 

Whenever you can find a soldier who under 
fire aims iow and sboots to make every buiiet 
wound or kill, you will find fifty who are nerv- 
vusly throwing away ammuniagon, seeming to 
reason that the reports of their muskets will 
oheck or drive the enemy. And yet this verv- 
ousness need not be wondered at, for they are 
playing a game of life or death. 

At Malvern Hill, seventeen soldiers, belonging 
to an Ohio regiment, took cover ina dry ditch, 
which answered admirably for a rifle pit. A 
Georgia regiment cbarged this little band 
three times, and were three times driven back. 


The fire was low and rapid, and the loss in front, 


of their guns was more than 100 killed in 
ten minutes. Regiments have been engaged 
for arn hour, witbout losing half that number, 
The fire of this sseventeen, wasso continous 
that McClelian forwarded a brigade Ww their 
support, believing that an entire regiment bad 
been cut off.

There was avery good demand yesterday on 
the part of shippers of grain for vessel-room to 
Buffalo, and seven large carriers were cbar- 
tered for that port, all of which with two excep- 
tions are to take wheat.

THE OLD CASTLE~- 

the home of old Scottish Kings. It is a power- 
ful-wokwe fortress, iutrenched and anchored 
ov rocks almost precipitous on tarec of its sides, 
and looking formidable enough. Here ate otber 
of Queen Mary’s apartments, and very few 
pictures possessing some interest and some 
merit. Here isa beautiful little chape)—very, 
very old—exguisit in its architecture, recenuy 
restored, and to which the British Queen bas 
contributed a beautiful painted window. 

We saw the window,a way up ‘Hundreds of 
feet above the valley beneatp, from which the 
miserable creature, King James, when a mere 
babe, was let dowa in a basket, and to the great 
injury of manking his descent was safe. in one 
of these rooms he was born, and it was 
deemed judicious that be should be quaiet- 
ly and most secretly transferred to other 
quarters, and at the end of a 
long rope a basket was tied, in this basket the 
babe was placed, and from that window he wus 
let carefully down to careful bands receiving 
him bundreds of feet below. 

We visited the room in which 


THE JEWELS OF THE SCOTTISH KINGS 
are now exhibited—sceptres and crowns, They 
do not compare, either in beauty, richness, or 
extent, with the crown-jewels of Engiand on 
exhibition ion the Tower. There are, bowever, 
two exquisitiy-beautiful portrait-medallions, 
and the oid crown of Kopert Bruce refturbisbed 
and readjusted by one of the Jameses—very 
rico in precious stones. These curious memo- 
rials of old Scottish royalty and grandeur were 
discovered by Sir Walter Scott in Ghe Castic in 
an old box which for generauons bad inin un- 
disturbed and unnoticed among the rubbish 
that had gathered there. 

Our time was very brief in Scotland; but it 
would have been a _ willtul~an inexcusabie— 
squandering of opportunities not to bave visited 
Abbotsford, Melrose Abvey, and Dryburex. 
This tour is done by the job. You are launcned 
from Edinoturg, and, as we are accustomed to 
say in America, put through by daylight. I 
never felt quite so much like a projectile tred 
out of a gun with arrangements made fora re- 
turn to the muzzle from which I bad departed, 
as on thie trip. We were touched off, 80 to 
speuk, at the station about 9 o'clock. We rat 
struck Meirose, ricocbeted on Abbotsford, and 
finally struck Dryburg, from which we took 
our reboued to the return train. But much can 
be seen in a few hours if one keeps bis eyes 
open, and in those few hours we saw very much 

OF MELROSE ABBEY. 

It is perhaps enough for me to say that it has 
not been at all overpraised. Asa ruin itis in ail 
respects very beautiful. Its arches, still stand- 
ing: its beautiful omel windows; its delicate 
curvings, which eveu the corroding tooth of time 
bas nol altu@~wetber destroyed; its surrounding of 
trees; its piats of velvet turf, even within its in- 
ciosure; the spot sacretl to all Scotchmen, un- 
derneath ove of its most beautiful wiadows, 
where the beart of Robert Bruce is buried; its 
oid, decaying tombs of Kings loog since forgot- 
ten; the gliopses of blue sky or scudding clouds 
which tbrougb decayed and crumbling roofs and 
tumbling arebes one catches—make the whvuie 
picture one of aimost pertect beauty, and in 
eome respects render Meiruse Abbey the love- 
liest ruin ia the world. 

From Meirose we were rapidly driven to 

ABLOTSFOKD— 

a charming drive through winding fnes, past 
verdured tieids, until, seated iu a beautiful cup 
upunm: the sbores of the Tweed, we saw the 
towers of the vld residence of the great Wizard 
of the North. In ali Europe l have seen notb- 
ing which to me was so pathetic as this spiendid 
bome of Walter Scott's. Everything about it 
is Veautiful—the grounds ali exquisitiy laid out. 
The bigh-hearted and vobie poet and novelist 
here buiit bimseif a piace where every view 
k. ndied his Dure imagination, even when the 
we ght of great griefs and mignty troubles 
rested upon him. Torongs of tourists were 
visiting Abvotsford the day we were there: and 
purties are shown through in squads not to ex- 
eved ten in vnumber. We waited our turn, 
and a very piexusant and well-informed 
Scotchwoman showed us burriedivy through 
the apartmentsof this fame house. We saw the 
study of the great puet and novelist just as it 
was when in bis lifetime be occupied it: the 
desk at which be wrote; the pen witb which he 
wrote; the coair in which be sat; the books just 
us he left them—all such asa great scbular and 
great writer would require; and the very piace 
by his sile where bis dog would rest, watching 
his master at work. The spot-is inexpressibiy 
sad. One cannot belp but recall the nobie strug- 
gie through which Sir Walter passed to lift by 
work—ceaseless day and night—the dreadful 
load of debt the failure of bis publisoers placed 
upon his sbougiers. Lo a glass case in this little 
study are the ciothes which Sir Waiter wore 
whbeno be took his last walk in his dear Abbots- 
ford. The checked trousers, the bigh white hat. 
the stout stick he carried with bim—all these are 
there, and the spiritot Sir Wulteg seems to fill 
the room, 

Passing from this littie study we enter 

His SPLENDID LIBBARY— 

a magnificent room, with large bay-windows 
looking out upon the Tweed. The collection of 
books would be cailed very tine even if tnese 
days of large libraries. They are perfectly ar- 
ranged, just as their owner had arranged them. 
In this room are beautiful presents of ail kinds: 
gold snuff-boxes that had belonged to Napoteon; 
valuables given to the great novelist by the 
Duke of Wellington; splendid portraits of Sir 
Wuiter’s family: au elegant portrait of the Pre- 
tender, presented by the Pretender biméelt; and 
I could not beip but wonder that 80 great a wan 
as Sir Walter should ever love, as be did love, so 
utterly feevle and worthless a creat@re as 
“Charlie over the wg Other rooms 
are devoted to the collection of armor, 
In which, as we all Sir 
Walter greatly deligbted. poet 
was ever more pobly housed: and no home of 
poet, scholar, or author ever appealed more 
strongly, in its beauty and its bistory and its 
surroundings, to the affectionate Interest and 
sander regard of menand womea than Abbots- 
ford. 

liurrying ourselves away, we w@re driven very 
rapidiy across the country to 4 long swingwg 
bridge across the ‘Tweed, where we alightdéd, ana 
were told that upon crossing this bridge we 
would tind Dryburg Abbey. We croseaad the 
bridge, but found noabbey. Hot, hurried. and 
for myself fuot-sore, compelled to return with- 
in a limited number of minutes, we walked. 
aud waiked, and waiked, until, at the end of a 
second tong lane, baif hidden in most jux- 
urixot foliuge, rovbed in a splendid garniture of 
fhrubs and forest trees, deliciously garnished 
with ivy, mosses, and myrties, we found 

WHAT REMAINS OF DRYBURG. 

There was atime doubtless when, urchitect- 
uraily considered, Dryburg must have’ been 
very beautiful. its ruins are atill exqhisitly 
beautiful—not in what they are; but in whut 
they suggest. There are hints of lovely arcbes 
—crumbiing remains of what were once Heauti- 
ful columos—liittie architectural reminiscences. 
kindly crowned witt®turf, from whicb charming 
views are furnished. Indeed, Urvburg seemed to 
me a beuutiful song put into stone, and élad in 
floweriny shrubs and mosses. In these old ruins 
vid Scottish wartyrs are buried; and bete too 
—and this will make it forever the 
Mecca of ali travelers—is» the tomb of 
Sir Waiter Scort.; Dryburg is a_ piace 
for musings. Here one might sit for 
hours, and, from what one sees, weave all sorts 
of fancies, dream dreams, and build casties. 
Butit wasnot for usto dream dreams or to 
bulid casties with the impressions which must 
accomppany us, short though they were, which 
we received from almost a mere glimpse. We 
were compelled to retrace our steps to catch the 
return train to Edinburg. 

Returning to Edinburg we visited 

THE NEW TOWN 

— thorougbiy. A beautiful park, called 

rince’s Purk, formerly a most ugiy ravine, 
separated the Old from the New Town. On the 
inurgin of this iovely park is Prince's etreét, the 
leading busiuess street in \Edinbarg: «and 
on tunis street is the famous monu- 
inent to Sir Walter Scott — not 
unlike the monument to Prince Albert in Lon- 
don, althourb to ny eye more beautiful and less 
glittering than that,and both in a general, way 
vopied from the famous.tomb of the Sealigeri iu 
Verona, which bas braved the storm‘ and 
weather, retaining allits beuuties, for about 500 
years. A tine statue of Allan Ramsay is aiso in 
Prince’s street. On the summit, near the Ob- 
servatory, are statues to Burns and to David 
Hume,and a sort of magniticent conception, 
like our Washington Mooument—unexecuted, 
incom plete—a Pantheon in marbie, intended to 
commemorate the glory of Scotianc—very noble 
in its design. but marking, as our garulovs old 
guide said, Scotiand’s pride and Scotianad's pov- 
erty. 

The ps vate residences in the new city,are very 
fine. The streets are beautifully laid out, well 
paved, and cleunly; and the characteristic of 
the new city is the creseent or circular form io 
whicv these residence blocks are built, The ef- 
fects are very striking and very handsome. The 
banoking-bulidings in Scotiend 
baye scen anywhere tu Europe,

ROSELYN CHAPEL. 
To my mind, nothing in England or to Scotland 
comes quite #0 near Lemme a poem in stone as 
this beautiful ana elaborate chapel. Roselyn 
Chapel is not a ruin, and in that respect differs 
from Melrose and Dryburg. What remains of 
it ia complete and perfect; and the better opin- 
jon seems to be, that all remains of it—for, 
while it is doubtiess true that a very mucb larger 
pbuilding was vriginaliy contemplated, excava~- 
tions quite recently made sbow that no addi- 
tional foundations were ever laid, and so the 
chapel as it stands is complete in irseif. To my 
eves it seemed in its exterior proportions ubso- 
lately perfect. The different colore the stone of 
which it is constructed bave taken contribute 
much to its beauty; and chese different colore— 


ruvoing from rich brown, melting into shades | 


of almost purple, and trom that to soft grays— 
make it, ins. de and out, one of the most de- 
ligbtful structures to look upoa in all Great 
Britain. 

But the work in the interior, in point of detail 

and elaborateness of Hnish and ornamentation, is 

SOMETHING QUITE WONDERFUL. 
No single ornament is repeated; and the col- 
umos. the arcbes, the windows, ail have the 
most elaborate and perfect Gnish, it seems to 
me, of which stone is capable. One remarkable 
column of most curiously invoiuted work has 
quite a romantic story attuched to it. he story 
goes that in the abseace of the muast¢ -vuilder, 
who was seeking upon the Continent this very 
design, the apprentice executed the work in bis 
absence, The xupprevtice had comprehended 
the model or desiun which the master bad been 
upable to understand, dnd had achieved 
the work himself. This story, like 
most other Scottish stories, has a_ trag- 
ical termination; for, upon his return 
to the chapel, finding that in his absence his 
apprentice had with wonderful skiil tinished the 
anion in the fushion of the good vid times, the 
enraged and disappointed waster struck bis too 
competent apprentice upon the temple and 
kiliea him on the spot. And so this event is 
commemorated in stone in the chapel. The 
head of the apprentice carved in stone, and of 
his mother, furm part of the ornamentgetions of 
this beautiful chapel; and bis achievements are 
thus preserved to bistory. In those good old 
times tbe builders of chapels and churches un- 
derstood the besetting sins of maukind suf- 
ficiently well to display them in their carvings 
in stone; and in this little chapel are 
TUE SEVEN DEADLY =. SINA, 

ali most graphicaily portrayed, and with suf- 
ficient realism to satisfy the beholder that any 
one would be sufficient for thé average pur- 
poses of any one man. They did not forget the 
virtues; and they were dispiayed, and rendered 
exquisitiy attractive. No good American Visit- 
ing this chapel, and looking upon the virtues 
and the sins as cut in the stone they appear be- 
fore bim, could tesitate for a moment as to 
what bis choice hould be, and would assuredly 
reach the conclusion thatto be goodis to be 
bappy. 

No picture can do Roselyn Chapel justice; no 
photograph of its interior conveys apy but the 
most feeble impression of the ciaborateness of 
its ornamentation, the exquisithess of its gen- 
eral design, and the adiwirable proportions of 
ite columns and its arches. Standing as it does 
alone by itself amidst trees and shrubs bundreds 
of years old, it does seem strange that out of 
those rough and troublesome times, so fuil of 
tumulitand bloodshed, of want and suffering, 
conceptions 60 beautiful and so pure could have 
found such perfect expression, carved out of 
the gray rocks of old Scotland. 

Nothing qualifies the delight this visit to Scot- 
land furnishes, save that we could not see more 
of it; and, turning our backs regretfully upon 
Edinburg, filled with admiration of it and all we 
had seen in Socotiand, we returned to London. 

AS TO LONDON, 
I fee] that I am even better able to judge it now, 
although [| bave been many weeks abseagt from 
it, than when | first wrote you. It grows tn 
comparison witb other cities—even ip cuompari- 
son with Paris. I feel that I can comprehend 
Paria; | cannot London. I feel that I might 
koow Paris: po ove living thorougsly kaows 
Loudoa,. know the boundaries of 
Paris; Do one oan exkaotly define 
the boundarics ofr London. I think 
the glittering of Paris loses its hold upon 
one; but the solid majest and imposing 
strength of London grows upd one. Of Londoa 
I know in a geveral way that it Das a population 
of avout 5.000,000—almost the populavion of the 
great State of New York. Its importance asa 
great trade. commercial, and financial centre of 
the world far overtops that of any other city. It 
today wields an intluence vastly greater, and 
dominates interests incalculably larger. than 
those which old imperial Rome ever undertook 
tu control. All the great financial transacdons 
of this world finally lead to Loudon: here is the 
beaped-up weuith of the world. Everythmg 
about it is not beautiful; it may perhaps be said 
that few things bere are beaptiful; but itis 
thorougbiy solid and real. London wears no 
meeps itis nota stuccoed or sg veneered city; 
t 
HONEST STONE, OR BRICK, OR IRON. 
Its climate is sucn—its fogs, its smoke—thbat it 
renders the usual disguise of whitewash quite 
useless. Stucco peels and crumbies under its 
correding touch, and the stone itseif must be 
hard and tough to endure for many gweneradions 
the triais of its fows, and mists, and smoke. Its 
public institutions and its public buildings are 
vast, and are builttostay. It pavements are 
not noiseless, but they are perpetual in their 
endurance. Its great parks—Hyde Park, Ke- 
gent Park, and others—present no tricks or 
funtasies of lundscape-gardening, but are plain, 
broad, well-kept gravel driveways, with wide 
reaches of turf, ana great clumps ot giorious 
trees, not growing in French fashion, in regular 
lines. Gud never planted trees t way. The 
Frenchman, confident he can improve upon 
Nature, sects his trees up in straight lines, cute 
them down from the top, trains therm up from 
the bottom, ties them tugether, and makes an 
arch, 
IT IS A SUPERSTITION 
that Englishmen are ali calm, slow-paced, and 
ugvexed by care. I have seen many an English- 
manin London in aburry; and I've seen there 
among the business-mcno the shurp angularity 
of feature characteristic of the overworked 
American. It is a superstition that the English- 
man is gruff, seeks svlitude, and is altogether 
uncommunicative. My experience with those 
English gentiemen whom | wetin England. as 
wellas those whom I bave met elsewhere. leads 
ine to quite a different cunclusion. As travelers 
they are quite as free to open,.conversation as 
the Americans, and I think less reserved. 
So far us i have seen, they are uniformly court- 
eous, and «ll Eowiishmen are prodd of Engiand. 
If | am confident of ahything, ] am confident 
that a better acquaintance bLetween Americans 
and Envlisnmen will result in higher regard for 
each other. It would not be wisefor us to ndopt 
all their customs merely because thev are Ko- 
gxlish customs—to affect their hesitating specch 
because it may be the English étvle: but they 
have nany customs and many traits whicn it 
will be equaliy unwise in us to reject because 
they are characteristically English. Our Na- 
tional tree is younger and tbriftier than theirs, 
and I think the fruit which it bears 
MAY BE SOMEWHAT IMPROVED 
by grafting upon it something now and then 
from the vid or English tree. And that seems 
tome to be the highest order of patriotism 
which would not blodly reject everything that 
isforeigu Because it was foreign, but would 
take buck to our bome, so great, and prosperous, 
and tree, everything, the productof the older 
civilization of this old world, which might make 
our peovie happier, our country better. 

I buve since leaving Londun seen something 
of Paris; have seen the mountains and takes of 
Switzerland—the beautiful lakes of Italy, ane 
ite fumed cities, Milan, Florence, Venice, and 
Verona; I have seen Munich and ita great gal- 
leries; have been down the Kuine, and had a 
short glimpse of the great cathedral at Cologne. 
Concerning these I h pe to have something to 
say in the near future. imuery A. STORRS.

Lord Spencer’s Tour, 

Lord Spencer nas returned to Dubiin from his 
tour in tne Weetof lrelaud. He is said to be 
much gratified at his reception at the various 
piaces be visited. ‘ihe Dublia correspondent of 
the Londou Jimes writes: “ Altoougao che route 
which Lord Spencer traversed was oo barrow in 
its ranwea’o justify any geuerai of positive con- 
ciusions as to the state of the province, it lay 
through typical districts Which until recently 
were trod by the toot of the assasin and of the 
marauder, and the sigus of an amelioration in 
the circumstances and babits of the people 
which undoubtedly presented themselves afford 
good ground for bope that the worst bas passed 
and that a brighter prospect is in view. Lord 
Spencer traveled through a tract of country 
which exbibited many teatures distinct lo their 
physical and social characteristica, and these he 
regarded with keen imterest. Hut while their 
pomts of difference were clearly. marked, the 
whole field uf observation left one fixed impres- 
sion—namely: that the elements of material 
progress exist to an exteat mucb greater than 
would be supposed from yhe gioviny pictures 
which are sometimes drawuof the couatry, and 
that all that is ueeded tortheir full develop- 
menutis patient industry, thrift, and capital. 
‘This Was specially gnanifest in the wild sneep 
walks, the paSture-tields, and the patches of 
tillage. Nowhere did his Exceliency see evi- 
dence of aetual destituuon, thouge® the wretched 
bovels iu which many of the peopie lived indi- 
cated a very low etratum of civilizacion. On 
some properties, such as that of Lord Dillon. 
which bis Excellency first visited, nothing short 
of a miracie could make the poor people com- 
fortabie. They are huddied together upon 
boldings so smalland miserable as regards the 
capabilities of the soil, that there are 4.000 of 
them valued at and under £4 ayear. Even 
among these boldings, however, it was hard to 
resist the conciusion that with more skill and 
energy and an improved system of cuitivation 
greater rent could be obtained, and that the 
sooner the people came to understand that the 
Government cannot make a ul which is 
naturally sterile support a swarming 
population, and cannot sypply the want of in- 
dustry, the better wil be for the country. 
There can be littie doubt that the land could be 
more pertectiy tilled, that more sheep and cat- 
tie could be maintainea on the mountain and 
pasture lands, and that if the fishermen were 
more persevering and resolute a great source of 
national wealtb and domestic comfort would be 
beneticially developed. At present, when an 
embarrassment or disappointment arises they 
give themselves upto astothful despondency 
and sell their pets. Lord Speucer did not faii., 
whenever opportunity offered, to peint out de- 
fects which might be remedied, and impress the 
lesson of self-relying iodustry. He was not. 
however, unomicdful of the duty of the Govern- 
mont to assist as faras possible ine efforts of

UNCLE RUFUS’ NOTIONS. 


Thinks Folger Won't Make the Biffle— 
Where the Money Goes. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Sept. 30.—Secretary Folger 
has kindly called $25,000,000 of bonds to- be 
canceled on the 23d day of December, but he 
did not state in his call that he would prob- 
ably receive in ninety days three or four 
millions per week more ‘than the disburse- 
ments of the Government would natural- 
ly be. 

One of the German bankers who is short 
of stocks, though a great “bull”? last year, 
was informed of this call, and bis exclama- 
tion was, “Is dotso? I didn’t know dot.” 
The result of such arate as 51 pet cent per 
annum for money has been that Mr. Folger 
has modified his mind so far as to state, 
through his Agsistant Secretary or Cashier, 
it would be received in amounts of $5,000,000 
per week—first come first served. Had the 
honorable Secretary of the Treasury known 
less of law and more of the condition of the 
New York banks and the condition of the 
mobey warket in this great centre of finance 
he would have called for $25,000,000 and 
said: ‘** We shall redeem them as fast as you 
bring them in, without rebate.” 

But while we are personally in favor of the 
best and most honest man being elected Gov- 
ernor, the question arises whether this is to 
be the Secretary’s last call on Wal! street, or 
whether he is to be called himself to the 
Governor’s chair. This consideration must 
naturally oeecur to every voter on either po- 
litical side. Weare of the opinion that 
SECRETARY FOLGER’S CHANCE OF BEING 

ELECTED 

is about equal to his chance of being struck 
by izhtning while riding a polar bear in the 
Arctic regions. A prominent politician, in 
discussing with me this very matter, said that, 
had Secretary Folger left the beneh for the 
Governor’s chair, he would probably have 
beeh elected: but to attempt to secure the 
Governorship by way of the lreasury of the 
United States was a most unfortunate move 
on his part, and one that would hot be ap- 
proved Ly the people. -Under the circum- 
stances, our advice is that he should held on 
to the Wall street end of his rope and not 
resign, unless he generously recommends 
our humble self, * Uncle Rufus,” as his suc- 
cessor in the Treasury Department. 

We have had many worse heads in charge 
of the Treasury Department, and it would be 
very unfortunate if, after resigning, Mr. 
Folger sheuld fail of election as Governor, 
andiso “* full between the two stools.” 

lt should be remembered at this time that 
two and three years ago we were importing 
gold, and to our credit and prosperity it may 
be said that we have not reéxported it across 
the ocean to any extent. Wehave, however, 
transferred it or its equivalent in large quan- 
tities to the West, and the superficial finan- 
ciet here does not realize the extent of the 
absorptive capacity of the Western States 
and ‘lerritories for capital. 

THE WEST ABSOKBING CAPITAL. 

Money goes there and it remains there. It 
is going even beyond our own Territories 
into Mexico. This is the legitimate cause of 
tight money, but legitimate tight money 
iweans prosperity, providing it is used legit- 
imately in developing our undeveloped re- 
svurces. it may be said, without liability to 
contradiction, that the development of the 
West, the inpouring of immigrants, the 
building of new roads, manv of them useless, 
and the inerease of manufactures have ab- 
sorbed Eastern capital to an extent that 
business-men on this side of the Alleghenies 
have| not begun to appreciate. And thus, 
with | uo importations of gold from Europe 
and fA light demand for our cereals, we 
may look for Shylock’s' price _§ for 
money for the next few months. 
Fifty-one per cent per annum! 
Still, we used to paywan eighth per cent or a 
quarter per cent a day, and the question must 
naturally oceur to every banker, broker, and 
investor in Eastern cities, with the large ad- 
vance that has occurred to the stock market 
inthe past ninety days, whether the specu- 
lative borrower cau afford to pay this rate— 
to pay anything over 6 or 7 per cent, 

RAILROAD DAMAGES. 

The legal cost of murdering three passen- 
gers on arailwayin this State is limited to 
exactly the same sum as the proprietor of the 
road is said to have paid fora horse in Chi- 
cage a few days since—$15,000, or $5,000 per 
victim.

DEAD LETTERS. 


New Construction of the Postal Laws— 
Ouly Letters of “Seeming iImpor- 
tance™ Seturned—Vandalism in the 


Dead-Letter Office. 

Spectal to Cincinnati Commerctal. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Mr. Oliver Evans 
Wood, the autbor of the return-request letter 
system and other postal improvements, writes 
as follows to the Star: 

“ The writer begs space in your valuable jour- 
nal to speak of a retrograde stepin the manage- 
ment of postal affairs which bas come to his 
knowledge, and which affectsin a most offensive 
way the interests of each man and worman in the 
United States whose letters percbance reach the 
Dead-Letter Office. That the nature of this 
retrograde step by the United States postal au- 
tborities may be understood, the writer will state 
that, prior to the acts of April 6, 1560, and June 
12, 1866, all letters mailed in the United States 
that’ failed of delivery were, with excep- 
tion of those from tne Government Departments, 
bruken open, and all that did not inclose money 
or other valuables were destroyed, without no- 
tice to correspondents and wi.bout regard to 
the subject matter, or even a thought, it would 
seem, of the complications in social and busi- 
ness mnatters that could well be caused by the 
destruction of such vast masses of letters which 
actually aggregated millions per annum. This 
vandalism bad existed frum the beginning of 
the United States postal service, and possibly 
would bave continued to this bour, for it had 
the full eaoctiou of the Post-Office Department, 
had hot Congress approved certain plans pro- 
posed by a private citizen for its uprooting, and 
enacted the acts of April 6, 1860, and June 1”, 
iséé. The act of 1860 directed the return to the 
writers of all undelivered letters indorsed 
with the names and residences of the 
writers. The act of 1866 0=s embraced 
all letters not tbus indorsed that reach the 
Dead-Letter Office, and directed their reetura- 
tion “to the writers thereof free of postage.” 
Each law was explicit, and left the Post-Office 
Vepurtment no discretion in the premises, and 
vet the department so construed the act of 1560 
that for ive years it remained measurably in- 
vperative. It is now, however. in force, and in- 
dications are that during the current year fully 
740,000,000 of letters will be mailed in the United 
States in accord therewith, any of which, if un- 
delivered, will be returned direct to the writers, 
to relieve suspense and effectualiy avert the 
mischievous consequences that surely attend 
the destruction witbout notice to the corre- 
spondents of letters that a. delivery. The 
benefits of thesé two jaws wef so far-reaching, 
and the wiedom of their enactment gu universa!l- 
ly acknowledged, that outside of the Post-Oftice 
Department there are not fifty persons who use 
the mails but toink that letters which fail of de- 
livery will be returned free of postage. 

But early in the current year a train of cir- 
cum*tances brought to light the fact that, al- 
though the act of 1860is in force, that of 1866 
was ip 1872 supersedea by Sec. 1% of an act 
whico reads: “And he (the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral) may make regulations’ for the return of 
dead letters to the writers. Now, it was further 
revealed that the department bas construed 
“may make reguiations”’ tom anto discrimi- 
nate, and, a8 a matter of tact, the only dead let- 
ters now returved are those which in the opin- 
on Of the Postwaster-General are of “seem: 
un ance. Under this construction eac

cnot it shall be returned to its writer. More than 
30,000,000 of undelivered letters bave,since L872, 
been subjected to this ordeal, and as an ipevita- 
ble consequence the most sacred family, social, 
and business secrets of the people of the United 
States, as far as the same tormed subject 
matter of these 380,000,000 of letters, were 
bared to the empioyés of the Dead- Letter Office 
in tneir efforts to ascertain such letters as were 
of suflicient seeming importance to justify their 
return to the writers thereof, and to show the 
estimate put by the Dead-Letter Office clerks on 
undelivered letters the writer will state that of 
that \.000,000 of letters the overwbeliming 
mujority were ruthlesly destroyed, and citizens 
interested therelu left to vain surmises as to 
their fute. 
Of the dead letters of the last fisca! year more 
than three-fourths were thus destroyed: and 
‘et, under che act of 1866, cach of those letters 
ould bave been returned, if possible, to its 
writer, who alove was the true judge of its im- 
portance. To put a stop to these proceedings 
Senate bill 2,075 was introduced. The bil! sim- 
piy Aims to re@nact the law of 1886. The bill was 
rererred to the Pust-Office Department, and by 
the Postinaater-General referred to the bureau 
in coarge of the Dead- Letter Otfice, which drafted 
a letter dated Juiy 14, 188, which, signed by 
the Postmaster-General, substantially de- 
clares that as long ago as 18600 the 
department proposed to return dead 
letters free of charge to the writers, as contem- 
plated by Senate bill 2.075, but that over 50 per 
~ cent of the persons owning dead iectters at the 
time were indifferent as to their return. Now, 
the writer can produce documentary proof that 
instead of the department offering to return 
dead letters free ot postage, as contemplated by 
Senate bill 2.075, it conditioned that full postage 
should be pad. Even with this condition fully 
one-third of the cituzens who responded to the 
department's circular declared themselves will- 
ing to pay the full postage for the return of let- 
ters that failed of delivery. The remainder 
doubtless objected that, as they bad paid fuil 
postage for their delivery, it was unreasonable 
In short, 
the department's letter of July 14, 188, is most 
n isi¢ading, and it is not the only misieading let- 
ter io regurd to matters of grave postal coacersa 
which, drafted in the same bureau, bas come to 
the knowledge of the undersigned. The letter 
of July 14, 188, aims to justity the 
wholesale destruction oof dead ietters 
which, under the pretended § sanction. of 
the act of 1872, is conducted in the Dead- 
Letter Office by boldly asserting * that not one- 
half of the whole number of these dead /Jetters, 
probably not one-third of them, are of such 
value or importance as to justify their return to 
the writers.”’ Now, the answer to this depart- 
mental assumption is, that the letters thal reach 
the Dead-Letter Office fairly index the letters 
earried by mail. Letters are pot sent to the 
Dead-Letter Office because they are in depart- 
mental estimation of po “ valueor importance.” 
They gei there simply because the department 
hus failed to deliver them: therefore the writer 
repeats that the letters which reach the Dead 
Office fairly index the character of the ietters 
ekrried ty mail. Now, the indications are that 
fully 1,500,000.000 letters will during the current 
year be mailed in the Uaited States. Now, is it 
possible that any buman being can believe that 
one-balf, to say nothing of two-thirds, of that 
enormous mass of letters are of so little * value 
or importance” that any if they fail of delivery 
ought not to be.returned to their writers? And 
yet no other inference can be drawn from the 
department letter of July 14, 18%.

Mr. Hyodman believes that the laboring 
classes get far too few of the comforts of life 
outof the fruits of their toil. He looks for 00 
remedy from legisiation, woich is in the hands 
of landlordg and capitalists. The “coming revo- 
ludeun”™ alone will give them relief, and that 
revolution he predicts will come “ in our time.” 
Mr. Hyndman's views are too radical, bis sense 
of justice too deeply outraged, aid his way ot 
putting things too bluff to please caim philoso- 
phers and prosing economists. The “useless 
men and women who dub themselves * society ’”’ 
are “ahandful of drones: Brighton, Chelten- 
ham, Scarborough, Bastbourve, and other En- 
giish pieasure resorts, are “mere lounger 
towns,” while in going from a workingman’s 
meeting to the Harrow and Eaton cricket-

contrast between the waste of the few and the 
pinebing of the many.” 

Nevertheless, Mr. Hyndman flods no difficulty 
in pointing out a vast deal of combustible wmat- 
ter lying around io Eagland out of which his 
revolutionary fires are to be kindled.

The tandiords take £135,000,000 annually out of 
their countrymen by virtue of their monopoly, 
ana £67,0.00 of it comes from agricultural 
reats. Owing to the vices of this monopoly, En- 
giand produces only half the amount of food she 
sbould produce, lteaving—in 1580—£164,615,012 
worth of food to be imported by Engiand, Wales, 
and Scotiand. The wealth annually produced 
in Great Britain is estimated at £1,200,000,000, 
Of this sum the 8,000,000 workers, averaging 15s. 
per week, take but £000,0U00, the remaining 
£900,000,000 be ng “ absorbed by the upper, pro- 
fessionnl, and middie classes, in Ove shape or 
another.” The working classes are just as 
wretched as ever, living Just as meanly as they 
did before the repeal of Corn laws, before tbe 
iret Reform bill, and wetting ono more joy out of 
life, seeing no more reason for bupefulness of 
the future than at the beginning of the century. 

in apportioning the biame for this bad state of 
things Mr. Hyndman does uot confine his cen- 
sure to the traditional objects of radical aversion 
in England's governmental and social system. 
it is not the Peerage, the House of Lords, or the 
restricuon of the sulfrage thatis at fault, but 
Engitsh civilization itseif. From the middle 
eciuss up all ure arrayed against the miserabie 
producers. The middle class betray the same 
iwherdoce of the actual condition and sul- 
terings of the poor and the same bard 
unconcern about thelr welfare as the 
aristocracy. Lewgisiation, the press, the church, 
the courts, all instrumentalities from which 
they might expect championship, relief, and 
protection, are bevond their reach.

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A GREAT DOCUMENT. 


The Republican Campaiga TexteBook 
for 1882. 

WaASsnincrTon, D. C., Sept. 30.—There are some 
interesting chapters in the Republican campaign 
text-book for 188%, recently pubiished by the 
Republican Congressional Committee. The book 
begins with a quotation from James A. Garfield 
and ends with one from George M, Robeson. 
‘Twenty-two pages are devoted to the subject of 
political assessments and twenty toa sketch of 
the course pursued by past Administradons and 
the present one in the matter of appointments 
and removals. In the beginning of ‘the part re- 
lating to assessments, it is explained that the 
laW of 1876 concerning political assessments was 
B part of the Democratic conspiracy to seize the 
Government; that the Rebel Brigadiers secured 
the enactment of the law so as to deprive Kepub- 
licans of their sinews of war. The committee 
then denounces the law as a miserabie Demucrat- 
ic traud, a fraudulent agent of the violent and 
vorrupt conspiracy to 1516, by which the Cupper- 
head and Confederate minurity worked to wrest 
the coutroi of the National Government from 
the handa of the Kepublican or loyal majority. 
Following this statement are the vuluptary con- 
tribuuon circulars of this year, with the asser- 
tion that it is perfectly understood that officers 
Are free to contribute or to refuse. The com- 

ittee remarks tha: a few of the circulars were 

mt to female cierks by mistake. Senator
